Ordered,  That  the  Rules  of  the  Board  and  the  Regu- 
lations of  the  public  schools  of  last  year  which  do  not 
involve  the  expenditure  of  money  be  adopted  for  the 
present  year  until  otherwise  ordered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dunn,  the  Board  proceeded  to 
ballot  for  a  President. 

The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Dunn,  Strange,  and 
Mrs.  Keller  a  committee  to  receive,  sort,  and  count  the 
votes.  They  reported  the  whole  number  of  votes  to  be 
22  ;  necessary  for  a  choice,  12.  James  A.  McDonald 
had  1  vote  ;  Fred.  G.  Pettigrove  had  21  votes,  and  was 
accordingly  declared  elected  President  of  the  School 
Committee. 

The  Chair  appointed  Mr.  McDonald  and  Mrs.  Fifield 
a  committee  to  conduct  the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  President  made  the  following  address  : 
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Ladles  and   Gentlemen  of  the   School  Board: 

Members  of  the  School  Board,  no  words  of  mine  can 
fitly  express  the  sense  of  gratitude  I  feel  to  you  for 
honoring  me  with  a  third  election  to  the  presidency  of 
this  Board.  I  am  deeply  sensible  of  your  kindness,  and 
I  can  only  say  now,  as  I  have  said  upon  the  two  other 
occasions  when  I  have  taken  this  chair,  that  I  shall  use 
my  best  efforts  to  make  these  sessions  harmonious,  or- 
derly, and  useful  to  the  city  of  Boston. 

It  has  been  customary  for  some  years  for  the  presid- 
ing officer  upon  assuming  the  chair  to  refer  to  some 
matters  of  immediate  importance  that  will  claim  the 
attention  of  the  School  Board,  and  you  will  pardon  me 
if  I  mention  some  things  this  time  that  I  think  are  de- 
serving of  special  consideration. 

First  in  importance  I  believe  —  and  I  think  every 
member  will  agi^ee  with  me  —  is  the  movement  that  has 
now  taken  shape  to  secure  in  this  city  the  school  accom- 
modations so  long  delayed  ;  and  you  will  pardon  me, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  if  I  suggest  that  I  think  it  may 
be  well  for  you  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  wise 
for  this  School  Board  to  add  the  moral  weight  of  its  in- 
dorsement to  the  vote  passed  by  the  last  School  Board, 
directing  the  President  to  petition  the  Legislature  to 
grant  authority  to  the  city  to  borrow  outside  of  the  debt 
limit  a  sum  sufficient  to  provide  the  school-houses  that 
we  need. 

It  has  been  said  —  and  you  will  pardon  me  for  refer- 
ring to  it,  because  I  consider  the  manner  of  the  utterance 
very  offensive  —  that  the  School  Board  is  mistaken  in  its 
request ;  that  no  such  accommodations  are  needed ;  and 
the  gentleman  who  made  that  statement  had  the  temerity 
to  say  that   he  made  it    upon  the  information    received 
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from  a  member  of  this  Board.  I  am  sure  he  was  in 
error,  because  there  is  no  member  of  this  Board  who  is 
familiar  with  the  situation — and  I  do  not  think  any 
member  would  speak  upon  such  a  subject  unless  he  were 
familiar  with  the  situation  —  who  could  say,  if  his  eyes 
had  been  open  at  all,  that  the  schools  of  this  city  do  not 
need  the  accommodations  for  which  we  ask. 

If  we  are  to  keep  the  schools  of  this  city  up  to  the 
standard  that  has  been  maintained  in  former  years,  giv- 
ing to  the  children  of  every  family  in  the  city,  of  every 
race,  of  every  creed,  of  every  condition  in  life,  that 
chance  to  attend  the  public  schools  that  is  theirs  by  right 
under  our  republican  form  of  government,  we  must  have 
these  accommodations. 

If  we  are  to  keep  the  schools  of  Boston  from  degen- 
erating into  the  condition  that  prevails  in  New  York, 
where  more  than  fifty  thousand  children  are  unable 
to  obtain  admission  to  the  schools,  we  must  now  take 
time  by  the  forelock  and  provide  for  these  children 
who  are  clamoring  for  admission.  For  example,  in  one 
school  in  New  York  —  in  not  the  largest  school-house  by 
any  means,  but  in  one  of  the  smallest  schools  —  two 
hundred  children  are  upon  the  waiting  list,  unable  to 
obtain  admission,  and  the  children  who  are  in  the  school 
are  so  numerous  in  comparison  with  the  capacity  of  the 
house  that  they  are  overflowing  into  the  hallway. 

That  is  a  condition  of  things  that  never  should  be 
allowed  to  come  in  Boston.  You  cannot  match  it  to- 
day exactly ;  but  I  can  name  you  a  district  in  this  city, 
in  one  of  the  parts  of  the  city  where  it  is  claimed  that 
we  do  not  need  additional  accommodations,  where  thirty 
children  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  school  year  were 
denied  admission  to  the  public  schools  because  there  was 
not   room   for    them.       We    were,    however,    unable   to 
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tain  room  for  them  in  that  vicinity,  and  they  are  still 
out  of  school,  so  far  as  I  know.  In  another  district 
seventy-five  children  more  than  could  possibly  he  got  in 
the  Grammer  School-house  applied  for  admission,  and 
it  was  only  by  paying  a  large  rental  that  we  were  able 
to  obtain  a  class-room  for  their  accommodation. 

Now,  I  say,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  is  one  of  the 
greatest  responsibilities  laid  upon  us,  and  in  the  move- 
ment that  we  are  to  make  I  ask  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  you  all.  I  hope  we  shall  all  join  in  this  movement  — 
in  this  effort  to  secure  for  all  the  children  of  school  age 
in  this  city  good,  wholesome  accommodations. 

Another  thing  that  I  think  will  demand  your  attention, 
as  it  is  an  experiment  in  this  city,  is  what  relation  this 
School  Board  shall  hold  to  the  Parental  School,  about 
to  be  opened.  You  will  remember  that  as  long  ago  as 
1886  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  the  City 
Council,  upon  the  request  of  this  School  Board,  to  estab- 
lish on  the  mainland  a  parental  school  for  truants. 
When  I  came  upon  the  Board,  four  years  afterwards,  I 
found  that  in  every  year  the  School  Committee  had 
made  the  request,  but  that  no  attention  had  been  paid 
to  it.  Finally,  after  a  great  deal  of  opposition  and 
after  a  great  deal  of  argument,  we  secured  the  appro- 
priation, and  the  Parental  School  is  about  to  be  opened, 
I  think. 

Now,  the  only  relation  that  the  School  Board  holds  to 
that  institution  to-day  is  that  the  teachers  who  are  ap- 
pointed there  shall  hold  their  certificates  of  qualification 
from  this  Board  ;  but  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
course  of  study.  It  may  not,  perhaps,  be  necessary  to 
ask  for  legislation,  because  I  think  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Institutions  are  disposed  to  take  the  advice  of  the 
School  Committee  on  this  matter  ;   and  I  think  that  the 
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Committee  on  Truant  Officers  may,  perhaps,  be  able, 
without  any  legislation,  to  make  such  arrangements  with, 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Institutions  as  will  keep 
its  course  of  study  in  line  with  the  course  of  study  in 
the  public  schools. 

It  seems  to  me  that  for  truants  who  are  taken  out  of 
the  public  schools  and  put  into  the  Parental  School  for 
a  short  time  —  and  I  hope  it  will  never  be  for  more  than 
a  short  time,  for  I  do  not  believe  in  long  confinements  — 
the  course  of  study  should  be  similar  to  the  course  of 
study  in  the  public  schools,  so  that  when  they  return  to 
the  regular  Grammar  Schools  they  may  keep  on  with 
their  work  just  as  though  it  had  never  been  interrupted. 
Then,  another  thing  that  I  think  we  may  ask  properly 
is,  that  when  that  school  is  opened  it  should  never  be 
made  a  place  for  punishment,  pure  and  simple.  While 
the  discipline  should  be  strict,  it  should  never  be  severe, 
and  never  should  approach  cruelty. 

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  it  is  not  needed  that  I 
should  attempt  to  say  anj^thing  to  inspire  any  member 
here  present  with  more  zeal  than  he  possesses  in  behalf 
of  the  public  schools.  Every  member  here  loves  this 
institution  ;  every  member  here  is  devoted  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  schools  under  our  charge.  I  know  that  in 
regard  to  the  different  interests  that  are  under  your  care 
—  manual  training,  music,  drawing,  etc. — you  are  all 
zealous  ;  that  you  are  all  desirous  of  making  those  depart- 
ments as  useful  instrumentalities  as  possible  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  schools  ;  but  above  all  to  be  taught 
in  the  public  schools  is  the  great  duty  of  citizenship,  to 
the  end  that,  in  the  words  of  Horace  Mann,  "the  fun- 
damental principles  of  our  republican  government  may 
be  unfolded  in  the  public  schools." 

I  thank  you,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  for  giving  me  the 
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privilege  of  presiding  over  tins  Board.  I  shall  try 
during  this  year  to  treat  every  member  fairly  from  this 
chair.  I  shall  try  to  do  all  that  rests  in  my  power  to 
make  the  work  of  the  School  Board  successful,  and  to 
make  it  an  instrumentality  useful  to  all  throughout  this 
community.

The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred  —  Jan. 
14  —  a  communication  from  the  City  Council,  "that  the  School 
Committee  cause  fire-alarm  tappers  to  be  placed  in  the  school-houses 
of  the  city  of  Boston,"  report  that  in  the  course  of  their  inquiries 
into  the  probable  cost  of  providing  these  "  tappers,"  the  following 
letter  has  been  received  : 

Fike  Alarm  Department,  Fire  Alarm  Branch, 
Office  of  Superintendent,  Bristol  Street, 

Boston,  Jan.  26,  1895. 
To  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  to  report  on  the  accompanying  request  of 
Superintendent  Bogan,  of  Public  Buildings  Department,  in  relation  to 
cost  of  providing  gongs  and  electric  service  for  same  in  the  city 
school  buildings  as  follows  : 

I  am  informed  that  there  are  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  school- 
houses  in  the  city,  which  would  make  the  cost  for  gongs  alone 
amount   to    the   sum    of  nine   thousand  dollars   (09,000). 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  statement  of  the  cost  of  running 
the  wires  without  making  a  detailed  survey  of  the  territory  to  be 
covered,  which  would  require  considerable  time;  but  it  is  safe  to  say, 
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as  an  approximate  amount,  that  it  would  cost  at  least  ten  thousand 

dollars    ($10,000),  making  a  total   of    nineteen    thousand    dollars 

($19,000).

Your  committee  have  given  careful  consideration  to  this  subject, 
and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  benefits  derived  from  the  use  of  these 
tappers  would  be  comparatively  small  and  in  no  sense  commensurate 
■with  the  expenditure  which  would  be  required  to  furnish  them. 
The  one-session  signal  is  given  but  a  few  times  during  the  year,  and 
though  at  present  it  is  in  some  cases  necessary  to  send  pupils  to  the 
nearest  engine-house  or  police-station  to  ascertain  if  the  one-session 
signal  is  given,  we  believe  there  has  been  no  complaint  that  such  a 
course  is  burdensome  or  particularly  objectionable. 

There  are  in  our  minds  serious  doubts  as  to  the  advisability  of 
placing  these  tappers  in  the  school-houses.  The  more  or  less  fre- 
quent and  unexpected  striking  of  fire-alarms  would  distract  the  at- 
tention and  interest  of  the  pupils,  and  interrupt  the  school  work. 
If  the  alarm  given  should  indicate  a  fire  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school, 
it  would  probably  cause  uneasiness  and  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils,  and  in  some  cases  might  excite  the  pupils  to  a  high  degree. 

With  the  present  needs  of  the  schools  confronting  us  on  every 
hand,  we  cannot  conscientiously  recommend  the  expenditure  of  so 
large  a  sum  of  ,money  as  would  be  required  to  place  fire-alarm 
tappers  in  all  the  school  buildings.  We  surely  cannot  spare  $19,000 
or  more  from  our  appropriation,  and  we  can  find  no  justifiable 
ground,  under  existing  circumstances,  for  asking  the  City  Council  to 
make  a  special  appropriation  ^for  this  purpose.  We  need  more 
money  for  our  regular  school-work ;  we  need  money  for  new 
school  houses  and  for  the  sanitary  improvement  of  our  present 
school  buildings.  While  these  tappers  might  be  convenient  and  to 
some  extent  desirable,  yet  they  are  not  necessary.  We  should  first 
provide  for  necessities. 

Your  committee  unanimously  recommend  that  the  City  Council  be 
respectfully  informed  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  place  fire-alarm  tappers  in  the  school-houses  of  this  city.

[See  pp.  17,  is.]  ments  necessary,  reported  that  with  regard  to  the  Heath- 
street  Primary  School-house,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  has  recently  made  some  repairs  in  the 
plumbing,  and  no  further  improvements  are  required  for 
the  present.  With  regard  to  the  Leon-street  School- 
house,  the  great  need  is  for  a  new  school  building.  In 
the  report  of  this  committee  on  the  subject  of  new 
school-houses  needed,  a  new  building  of  eight  rooms  to 
be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  Ira  Allen  School- 
house  on  Leon  street  was  included.  The  present  build- 
ing on  Leon  street  is  the  only  Primary  School-house  in 
the  Sherwin  District.  It  was  erected  in  1851,  and  an 
addition  to  the  building  made  in  1861.  There  are  four 
rooms  in  the  building,  all  of  which  are  occupied.  There 
is  a  class  of  sixty  pupils  in  Day's  Chapel,  corner  of 
Rugo-les  and  Parker  streets.  It  is  understood  that  this 
property  is  in  the  market  and  liable  to  be  sold  at  any 
time.  There  is  need  for  a  Kindergarten  in  that  locality. 
The  enlargement  of  the  Leon-street  building-  was  con- 
sidered,  but  on  account  of  the  expense  required,  and  the 
requirements  of  the  building  laws,  it  seems  best  that  a 
new  building  of  eight  rooms  should  be  erected  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  new  building  was  included  in  the  list 
of  new  buildings  needed,  and  is  also  included  in  the 
amount  the  Legislature  was  petitioned  to  permit  to  be 
raised  outside  the  debt  limit  for  new  school-houses.

is  fully  in  sympathy  with  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
above  communication .  The  Regulations  provide  (Sec- 
tion 217)  that  "  Good  morals  being  of  the  highest  im- 
portance to  the  pupils  and  essential  to  their  progress 
in  useful  knowledge,  instruction  therein  shall  be  given 
in  all  the  schools.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  instruc- 
tors to  secure  good  conduct  and  proper  deportment  on 
the  part  of  their  pupils,  both  in  school  and  out,  and 
especially  in  going  to  and  returning  from  school." 
Your  committee  therefore  report  that  as  the  Regulations 
require  such  instruction  as  is  referred  to  in  the  communi- 
cation referred  to  them,  no  further  action  on  this  matter 
is  necessary.

Mr.  Fowler,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted—  Jan.  8 — an  order  proposing  amendments  to  Sections  103 
and  265  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  relating  to  the  establishment 
of  extra  ungraded  classes,  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  provide  that  ungraded  classes  for  the 
instruction  of  children  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are  unqualified 
for  the  regular  classes  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools,  may 
be  established  in  any  Grammar  School,  provided  there  shall  be  but 
one  ungraded  class  in  a  district.  The  number  of  pupils  in  such 
classes  shall  be  thirty-five.  For  several  years  past  the  number  of 
these  classes  has  been  increased  in  certain  districts  through  orders, 
presented  by  division  committees  and  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rules,  so  that  at  present  there  are  ten  ungraded  classes  in  the 
Eliot  District,  five  in  the  Hancock  District,  four  each  in  the  Lawrence 
and  Phillips  Districts,  three  in  the  Wells  District,  and  two  in  the 
Quincy  District.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  felt  that  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  these  classes  might  materially  increase  the 
expenses,  and  should  be  properly  guarded.  There  was  some  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  object  in  providing  for  the  establishment  of  such 
classes  might  be  misunderstood,  and  that  it  was  important  that  suf- 
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flcienl  and  proper  reasons  for  extra  ungraded  classes  should  be  given 
to  the  Hoard  to  secure  intelligent  and  consistent  action  in  such  cases. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  that  committee,  the  Hoard  of  .Super- 
visors were  requested  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  matter.  The 
report  of  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors,  recommending  that  additional 
ungraded  classes  be  established  by  the  Hoard  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  last  year,  who  submitted  an  order  proposing 
amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  to  carry  out  this  suggestion 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This  order  was  passed  to  a  second  read- 
ing and  recommitted  to  this  committee,  who  have  given  the  matter 
further  consideration.  There  seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of  some  an  im- 
pression that  ungraded  classes  may  have  been  established  not  for  the 
purpose  of  providing,  as  the  regulations  imply,  for  the  instruction  of 
children  who  from  age  or  other  reason  are  unqualified  for  the  regular 
Grammar  and  Primary  classes,  but  to  retain  a  teacher,  to  reduce  the 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher,  or  to  provide  additional  teachers. 
This  committee  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  no  ungraded  class 
should  be  established  for  any  other  reason  than  that  set  forth  in  the 
regulations,  and  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  amendment  suggested,  that 
the  Superintendent  should  carefully  investigate  every  proposition  for 
the  establishment  of  such  classes,  in  order  that  no  such  class  should 
be  provided  for  contrary  to  the  regulations.  It  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  this  committee  that  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  that 
the  only  reason  for  the  establishment  of  ungraded  classes  should  be 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations,  and  that  in  no  case  should  such 
classes  be  established  to  secure  the  retention  of  a  teacher,  to  reduce 
the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher,  or  to  provide  additional  teachers. 
With  this  understanding  the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows  : 
Section  103,  paragraph  3.  Insert,  in  the  ninth  line,  after  the  word 
"  Nominations,"  the  following  words  :  "  One  ungraded  class  may  be 
established  in  each  Grammar  School  District,  for  the  instruction  of 
children,  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are  unqualified  for  the  regu- 
lar classes  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools.  Additional  un- 
graded classes  may  be  established  by  the  Board,  in  any  district 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent.  In  ungraded 
classes  one  teacher  shall  be  allowed  for  thirty-five  pupils."  Strike 
out,  in  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  lines,  the  words  "  provided  that 
there  shall  be  no  more  than  one  ungraded  class  in  a  district."

We  understand  that  the  Committee  on  Salaries  in  making  their 
recommendation  of  a  salary  for  the  position  of  director  were  influ- 
enced by  the  statement  above  referred  to,  and  also  by  the  statement 
that  by  the  establishment  of  the  position  of  director  no  increase  in  the 
salaries  in  this  department  in  the  Normal  School  would  be  expected. 
Your  committee  after  deliberation  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  position 
of  assistant  teacher  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten  is 
now  filled  and  provided  for,  it  would  be  better  to  abolish  the  position 
of  teacher  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten  in  the 
Normal  School,  and  they  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  order :

The  rule  provides  "that  a  teacher 
nominated  on  probation,  who  has  previously  served  as  temporary 
teacher  or  substitute,  shall  receive  one  year's  credit  for  every  full 
year  of  continuous  service,  and  where  such  service  has  not  been  con- 
tinuous, he  shall  receive  one  year's  credit  for  every  three  years  of 
such  service."  This  committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  part  of  the  rule  should  be  abolished.  We  believe  the  rule  oc- 
casions injustice  in  certain  cases  and  should  be  amended  so  as  to 
apply  equally  to  all.  Under  the  part  of  the  rule  above  quoted  a 
temporary  teacher  who  serves  for  one  full  year  receives  a  year's 
credit,  while  the  teacher  of  experience  receives  a  year's  credit  for  two 
years'  service.  The  intention  of  the  committee  in  framing  this  rule, 
as  we  understand  it,  was  based  on  good  reasoning.  It  was  intended 
that  when  a  temporary  teacher  was  finally  appointed  to  a  position 
which  she  had  filled  for  a  full  year  she  should  receive  the  credit  of 
that  year  as  if,  instead  of  serving  as  temporary  teacher,  she  had  been 
permanently  appointed. 

There  are  cases  where  teachers  have  served  eight  months  as 
temporary  teachers,  and  after  a  short  interval  have  served  as  sub- 
stitutes for  seven  months,  and  have  served  for  long  periods  in  other 
places,  but  in  no  case  as  long  a  year,  and  where  there  have  been 
brief  intervals  between  the  periods  of  such  service,  whereby  no 
credit  can  be  allowed  under  the  present  rule,  or  at  best  but  one  year 
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for  three  years  of  such  disconnected  service.  It  would  relieve  this 
committee  and  would  in  our  judgment  be  a  just  and  equitable  thing 
to  do  to  allow  in  all  cases  the  one  year's  credit  for  two  years'  service, 
etc.,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  part  of  Rule  117.  Your  committee 
have  not  come  to  any  hasty  conclusion  in  this  matter.  It  has  long 
been  a. question  which  seemed  to  them  needed  attention,  and  which 
required  a  change  in  the  Rules.  They  therefore  unanimously 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order,  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rules.

School,  I  would  say  that  the  committee  evidently  misunderstand 
the  reason  of  the  acceptance  by  me  of  this  school  "subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract."  This  phraseology  was  adopted 
by  me  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Capen  when  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  School  Houses,  so  that  the  committee  might  accept  the 
building  and  put  furniture  therein  during  the  thirty-one  days  when 
the  building  was  in  the  custody  of  the  contractor  and  while  he  was 
there  ready  to  make  needed  adjustments. 

The  committee  will  now  find  the  building  fully  completed  in  all 
essential  details  except  that  the  electrical  control,  which  I  have  inten- 
tionally left  to  the  last,  has  not  yet  been  installed.

An  application  was 
made  to  the  company  to  move  one  pole  across  the  street, 
which  would  take  the  wires  out  of  the  way.  Nothing- 
was  done  by  the  company.  The  Superintendent  of 
Streets  was  written  to,  and,  we  understand,  ordered  the 
pole  to  be  moved.  Applications  were  made  to  city 
officials,  but  without  results.  The  School  Board,  at  a 
meeting  Feb.  13,  1894,  passed  an  order  "  that  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  be  requested  to  remove  the  telephone  pole 
in  front  of  the  Lewis  School-house,  corner  of  Dale  and 
Sherman  streets."  The  pole  was  not  removed.  In  June, 
1894,  a  petition  signed  by  about  seven  hundred  persons 
was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

In  trying  to  ascertain  for  what  school-houses  appropriations  would 
be  needed  for  furniture,  etc.,  during  the  coming  year,  I  was  surprised 
to  learn  that  furniture  has  been  purchased  and  put  into  four  following 
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ing  school-houses  without  any  appropriation  having  been  made  for 
the  same  by  the  city  government;  namely,  the  Choate  Burnham 
School-house,  and  the  Cudworth,  Moulton-street,  and  Eustis-street 
Primary  School-houses. 

The  Choate  Burnham  School-house.  —  I  find  that  the  date  of  the 
first  item  for  the  Choate  Burnham  School-house  is  Oct.  15,  1894, 
and  the  date  of  the  last  item,  Dec.  15,  1894,  and  that  furniture,  etc., 
to  the  amount  of  $2,466.80  has  been  put  into  this  school-house. 

The  Cudworth  Primary  School-house.  —  The  date  of  the  first  item 
for  the  furnishing  of  this  school-house  is  Oct.  27,  1894,  and  the  date 
of  the  last  item,  March  15,  1895.  The  total  charge  for  furniture, 
etc.,  put  into  this  school-house  is  $3,103.01. 

The  Moulton-street  Primary  School-house.  —  The  date  of  the  first 
item  for  the  furnishing  of  this  school-house  is  March  11,  1895,  and 
the  date  of  the  last  item  April  6,  1895 ;  and  the  total  amount  of 
furniture,  etc.,  put  into  this  school-house,  together  with  an  item  for 
cleaning  the  windows,  amounts  to  $1,388.90. 

The  Eustis-street  Primary  School-house. — The    date  of  the  first 
item  for  furniture  put  into  this  school-house  is  March  11,  1895,  and 
the  date  of  the  last  item  was  March  20,  1895;  the  total  expenditure     . 
for  furniture,  etc.,  being  $1,568. 

This  makes  a  total  on  the  four  school-houses  of  $8,516.71. 

I  am  informed  that  this  furniture,  etc.,  has  all  been  placed  in  the 
different  school-houses,  and  is  either  now  in  use  or  will  shortly  be 
used  by  the  scholars. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  it  is  either  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  the  law  or  in  accordance  with  good  business  principles  for 
one  branch  of  our  municipal  government  to  contract  indebtedness 
for  the  payment  of  which  no  appropriation  has  been  made ;  and  I 
trust  that  in  the  case  of  the  other  school-houses  which  will  in  the 
near  future  come  into  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee  (and  the 
estimated  cost  of  furnishing  which  is  $34,000),  the  School  Com- 
mittee will  allow  no  furniture  to  be  purchased  or  other  liability  to 
be  incurred  until  the  appropriation  therefor  has  been  made  by  the 
city  government. 

In  every  instance  where  an  appropriation  has  been  made  for  the 
head  of  a  department  responsible  to  the  Mayor,  instructions  have 
been  given  in  no  event  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
without  consultation  with  and  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  this  ap- 
proval would  only  be  given  in  case  of  an  obviously  inadequate  ap- 
propriation or  an  unforeseen  emergency  ;  and  while  the  Mayor  has 
not  the  direct  control  over  the  School  Committee  that  he  has  over 
the  heads  of  the  various  departments,  it  would  seem  reasonable  that 
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the  ordinary  business  rule  of  not  contracting  a  debt  without  hav- 
ing the  money  to  pay  the  same  should  be  exercised  by  the  School 
Committee. 

I  also  notice  that  the  appropriation  for  "  public  buildings, 
schools,"  the  fund  out  of  which  the  School  Committee  pays  for  all 
repairs  on  and  alterations  of  school-houses,  etc.,  for  the  last  financial 
year  was  $190,000,  and  that  the  expenditures  for  that  year  amounted 
to  $213,765.70.  The  appropriation  for  the  present  financial  year  is 
$210,000;  and  I  have  instructed  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings,  Mr.  Bogan,  that  I  shall  expect  him  to  keep  within  this 
appropriation,  and  that  in  no  event  is  he  to  incur  any  indebtedness 
for  additions,  alterations,  and  repairs  in  the  school  buildings  beyond 
this  amount. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  the  School  Committee  to  chapter  279  of 
the  Acts  of  1889,  which  is  as  follows : 

"The  School  Committee  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
order  to  be  made  on  the  school  buildings  any  additions,  alterations, 
and  repairs  for  school  purposes  which  it  deems  to  be  necessary; 
to  provide  temporary  accommodations  for  school  purposes  ;  to  select, 
.  bond,  and  purchase  the  land' required  for  school  buildings  and  their 
yards ;  and  to  fix  finally  and  conclusively  the  plans  for  school  build- 
ings to  be  erected ;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  authorize 
said  School  Committee,  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Boston,  to  expend  or 
contract  to  expend  for  said  purposes  any  money  in  excess  of  the 
amount  previously  appropriated  therefor."

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Hon.  Edwin  U.  Curtis,  Mayor  of  Boston  : 

Dear  Sir:  When  the  School  Committee,  through  its  Committee 
on  School  Houses,  took  charge,  under  the  Act  of  1889,  of  the  work 
in  connection  with  the  school-houses  which  had  previously  been 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  they 
were  informed  that  it  was  the  custom,  when  the  appropriations  did 
not  permit  of  contracting  for  school  furniture,  to  allow  the  proper 
parties  to  furnish  new  school-houses  at  their  own  risk.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  this  has  been  done  for  years.  No  formal  contracts 
have  been  made,  but  the  furniture  placed  in  the  school-houses  with 
the  knowledge  on  the  part  of  those  who  supplied  it  that  there  was  no 
money  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  and  that  it  could  not  be  paid 
for  until  such  appropriations  were  made.  It  seems  to  this  Board 
that  this  custom,  which  we  supposed  was  well  known  and  recognized 
from  its  long  practice,  was  not  objectionable  or  opposed  to  the  spirit 
of  the  law  or  to  good  business  principles.  We  have  considered  the 
custom  in  the  light  of  a  recognized  expedient  in  cases  of  emergency. 
New  school-houses  have  never  been  erected  until  long  after  their 
necessity  had  been  clearly  established,  and  it  seems  to  us  a  repre- 
hensible act  to  allow  new  school-houses  to  remain  unoccupied  when 
their  use  could  be  availed  of  to  provide  proper  and  suitable  accom- 
modations for  long-suffering  pupils  who  had  perhaps  been  housed  in 
entirely  unsuitable  hired  buildings  and  temporary  accommodations, 
and  in  school  buildings  utterly  unfit  and  many  times  condemned  by 
every  authority.  In  such  cases  our  best  efforts  should  be  given  to 
occupy  the  new  buildings  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  interest  of  the 
children  and  the  city.  On  the  ground  of  business  principles  and 
with  a  proper  regard  for  the  financial  interests  of  the  city,  the  money 
saved  in  rents  for  hired  buildings  would  go  far  towards  paying  for 
the  furniture. 

The  furniture  placed  in  the  school  buildings  mentioned  in  your 
communication,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moulton-street  School- 
house,  was  placed  in  the  buildings  with  the  understanding  on  our 
part  that  the  parties  providing  said  furniture  were  in  full  knowledge 
of  the  financial  side  of  the  matter,  and  that  they  should  assume  the 
risk  of  payment  for  the  furniture.  At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, Feb.  13,  1894,  an  order  was  passed  requesting  the  City 
Council  to  appropriate  $4,000  for  furniture  for  the  Cudworth  School, 
and  $4,000  for  furniture  for  the  Primary  School-house,  East  Third 
street  (since  named  the  Clioate  Burnham  School).  At  a  meeting  of 
the  School  Board,  Oct.  23,  1894,  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  City  Architect  surrendering  the  Cudworth  School-house  to 
the  School  Committee,  and  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  (Nov. 
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13,  1804)  the  building  was  accepted.  At  tlie  meeting  of  the  Board, 
Nov.  13,  1804,  the  City  Architect  surrendered  the  Clioate  Burnham 
School-house  to  the  School  Committee,  and  the  building  was 
accepted.  The  following- named  Primary  School-houses  were  sur- 
rendered to  the  City  Council  by  the  School  Committee  under  dates 
given,  with  the  request  that  the  property  be  sold  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  sales  be  appropriated  for  furnishing  new  school-houses : 
February,  1894,  old  Thornton-street  Primary  School;  October,  1894, 
Thomas-street  Primary  School;  December  11,  1894,  Tennyson-street 
Primary  School.  We  are  not  informed  whether  or  not  the  school 
prope%fy  surrendered  to  the  City  Council  has  been  sold. 

With  regard  to  the  Moulton-street  School-house,  the  committee 
were  informed  that  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  school 
furniture  on  hand  which  had  been  taken  from  school  buildings.  It 
seemed  to  the  committee  that  such,  if  fit,  should  be  cleaned  and 
utilized  in  the  interest  of  economy,  and  this  was  accordingly  done. 
The  item  for  cleaning  the  windows  of  the  Moulton-street  School- 
house  is,  in  our  judgment,  a  proper  item  to  be  charged  to  our  appro- 
priation "  Public  Buildings,  Schools." 

We  beg  leave  to  inform  Your  Honor  that  no  contracts  have  been 
made  to  our  knowledge  for  providing  furniture  for  any  school-house 
where  there  was  no  money  which  could  be  legitimately  expended  for 
such  purpose. 

For  many  years  while  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  had 
charge  of  the  school-house  work,  we  understand  that  the  expenses 
for  the  furnishings  of  school-houses  were  paid  out  of  the  regular 
appropriations.  A  custom  grew  up  of  asking  for  special  appropria- 
tions for  school  furnishings.  We  respectfully  submit  this  to  have  been 
a  custom  and  not  a  law.  Several  years  ago  it  was  proposed  that 
abandoned  school  property  should  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  such 
sales  appropriated  to  furnishing  school-houses  ;  but  there  is  no  law 
which  provides  that  this  shall  be  the  only  way  in  which  monej's  for 
furnishings  may  be  obtained.  In  our  judgment  the  cost  of  school 
furniture  may  properly  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  "  Public 
Buildings,  Schools."  That  in  general  this  has  not  been  done  we 
admit,  and  for  the  obvious  purpose  under  reduced  appropriations 
of  limiting  the  expenditures  charged  to  the  general  appropriation  as 
far  as  possible  to  repairs  and  alterations ;  but  school  furniture  has 
been  purchased,  as  for  example  in  fitting  up  hired  buildings  and  tem- 
porary accommodations,  and  charged,  and  as  we  believe  properly 
charged,  to  the  general  appropriation.  The  School  Board  have 
repeatedly  asked  the  City  Council  for  appropriations  for  sanitary  im- 
provements in  school-houses,  and  in  certain  cases  amounts  for  such 
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purposes  have  been  granted  ;  but  in  cases  of  emergency,  like  that  of 
the  Norcross  School  a  few  years  ago,  when  the  public  health  and  the 
health  of  the  pupils  demanded  attention,  and  when  immediate  action 
was  a  duty,  the  necessary  expenditures  have  been  incurred  and 
charged  to  the  general  appropriation  without  question. 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  your 
Honor  to  that  part  of  your  communication  which  states,  "I  also 
notice  that  the  appropriation  for  Public  Buildings,  Schools,"  etc. 
We  believe  it  to  be  a  fact  that  in  all  departments  of  the  city  there  are 
times  when  bills  of  expenditures  are  held  back  to  await  new  appro- 
priations. This  appears  to  us  from  the  very  nature  of  things  to  be 
in  all  cases  unavoidable.  The  Committee  on  School  Houses  pre- 
sented in  its  regular  drafts  bills  to  the  amount  of  $  189,985.20,  the 
amount  appropriated  being  $190,000.  Upon  the  request  of  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  of  last  year,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings was  asked  to  present  such  accounts  of  his  department  as  could 
be  settled,  and  in  accordance  with  said  request  the  Committee  on 
School  Houses  presented  a  special  draft  for  $23,780.50.  The  School 
Committee  have  always  used  their  utmost  efforts  to  keep  within  the 
appropriations  granted  by  the  City  Council.  They  have  expended 
the  appropriations  in  the  interest  of  the  schools  and  the  city,  and 
where  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  unexpended  balances  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Board  have  incurred  no  new  expenses,  but  have 
continued  an  economical  policy,  and  have  thus  been  enabled  to  keep 
within  the  amounts  appropriated  every  year,  and  to  frequently  leave 
a  considerable  unexpended  balance.  The  following  table  shows  the 
facts  relating  to  the  regular  school  appropriations,  exclusive  of 
furnishing,  repairs,  and  new  school-houses,  since  the  reorganization 
of  the  School  Board  in  1876  : 
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The  School  Board  assure  your  Honor  of  their  hearty  loyalty  to  the 
interests  of  the  city,  and  of  their  determination  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  keep  within  the  appropriations  granted  by  the  City  Council.

AN    ACT    TO   PROVIDE   FOR   CERTAIN    SCHOOL-HOUSES 
IN   THE   CITY   OF   BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  school  committee  of  said  city, 
take  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain  such  lands  for  school 
purposes  as  said  school  committee  shall  designate,  and  to  make  such 
taking  of  lands,  shall  sign  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  a  statement  containing  a  descrip- 
tion thereof  as  certain  as  is  required  in  a  common  conveyance  of 
land,  and  stating  that  the  same  are  taken  for  school  purposes,  and 
upon  the  recording  of  any  such  statement  the  lands  described  therein 
shall  be  taken  in  fee  for  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  Said  city  shall  pay  all  damages  that  shall  be  sustained 
by  any  person  in  his  property  by  any  taking  as  aforesaid,  the  same 
to  be  determined  by  agreement  between  said  board  and  person,  and 
if  they  cannot  agree  said  board  or  person  may  within  one  year  after 
the  date  of  the  taking  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  a  petition  for  a  jury  to  determine 
such  damages,  and  thereupon  after  such  notice  as  said  court  shall 
order,  the  damages  so  sustained  shall  be  determined  by  a  jury  in 
said  court  in  the  same  manner  as  damages  for  lands  taken  for  high 
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ways  in  said  city  are  determined,  and  costs  shall  he  taxed  and  execu- 
tion be  issued  in  favor  of  the  prevailing  party  as  in  civil  cases. 

Sect.  8.  The  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  to  pay  the  expenses  in- 
curred for  lands  taken  or  purchased  for  school-house  sites,  and  for 
the  erection  and  furnishing  of  school-houses,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  issue  and  sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said  city  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  two  million  dollars;  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars 
during  the  current  year,  and  the  balance  during  the  succeeding  two 
years,  all  of  which  shall  be  outside  the  debt  limit. 

Sect.  4.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annually  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year;  shall  be  registered 
or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  be  sold  and  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  and  prices  and  in  such  amounts  and  at 
such  rates  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum  and  for 
such  terms  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  forty  years,  as  the 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Sect.  5.  Said  treasurer  shall  hold  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  in 
the  treasury  of  said  city  and  pay  therefrom  the  expenses  incurred  for 
the  purchase  or  taking  of  lands  for  school-house  sites  and  for  the 
erection  and  furnishing  of  school-houses ;  provided,  however,  that  he 
shall  pay  over  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking-funds  of  said 
city  any  premiums  received  by  him  in  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and 
said  commissioners  shall  place  all  amounts  so  paid  by  said  treasurer 
in  a  sinking-fund  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized. 

Sect.  6.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  have 
full  power  and  control  of  the  design,  construction,  erection,  and  fur- 
nishing of  all  school  buildings,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  select 
and  employ  an  architect  or  architects  to  design  said  buildings  and  to 
supervise  the  construction  and  erection  thereof;  but  no  work  upon 
any  building  shall  be  commenced  until  full  general  plans  of  such 
building  shall  have  been  prepared,  and  no  specific  work  shall  be 
commenced  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  advertised,  proposals 
for  such  work  shall  have  been  received  from  responsible  parties,  and 
contracts  shall  have  been  entered  into,  with  satisfactory  guarantees 
for  their  performance ;  provided,  however,  that  no  contract  made 
under  this  act  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  the  mayor. 

Sect.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

This  committee  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
School  Houses  of  the  City  Council  be  respectfully  informed  that  the 
School  Committee  cannot  provide  other  accommodations  for  the 
pupils  who  now  attend  the  Parkman  School  until  the  City  Council 
grants  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  In  February,  1894,  the 
School  Committee  received  a  copy  of  a  report  of  a  special  commit- 
tee of  the  Common  Council  appointed  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
the  Mather  School-house,  South  Boston.  The  report  was  in  favor 
of  providing  a  new  building  to  accommodate  the  pupils  of  the 
Mather  and  Parkman  Schools.  The  School  Committee  also  received 
an  order  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Feb.  12,  1891,  requesting 
the  School  Committee  to  report  such  measures  as,  in  their  judgment, 
are  most  feasible  for  the  relief  of  the  pupils  of  the  Mather  and  Park- 
man  Schools,  together  with  the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  purpose.  The  report  and  order  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Sixth  Division,  who  submitted  a  report  in  March, 
1894,  recommending  that  a  new  building  be  erected  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Mather  and  Parkman  Schools.  The  subject  was  then  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  who  reported,  April  10, 
1894,  recommending  the  passage  of  an  order  requesting  the  City 
Council  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  a  site  and  building  in 
place  of  the  present  Mather  and  Parkman  School-houses.  Tlie  order 
was  passed  and  sent  to  the  City  Council,  hut  no  appropriation  has 
been  made.  We  respectfully  present  these  facts  for  the  information 
of  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  School  Houses.  We  believe  that  a 
new  building  is  needed  to  replace  these  old  buildings.  The  esti- 
mated expense  of  a  site  and  new  twelve-room  building  is  .$115,000. 
We  think  it  proper  that  the  old  buildings  should  be  sold  and  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  such  sales  applied  to  tlie  payment  for  the  new  building. 
This  would  result  in  materially  reducing  the  actual  cost  of  the  new 
school-house  to  the  city.  It  must  he  said  of  the  Parkman  School 
building,  as  of  the  Mather,  the  Chardon-court  building,  the  Ingraham 
School-house  on  Sheafe  street,  and  others,  that  while  we  believe  it  is 
very  desirable  to  provide  other  accommodations  for  the  children,  we 
are  compelled  to  continue  their  use  until  appropriations  can  be 
obtained  and  new  buildings  erected.

This   committee  recommend   that  the  Committee  on   Schools  and  p_  971 

School  Houses  be  respectfully  informed  that  for  several  years  the 
use  of  the  yards  of  school-houses  has  been  granted  during  the 
summer  vacations  to  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygiene 
Association  for  playgrounds,  without  expense  to  the  city.  In  1890 
the  School  Board  received  a  petition  from  prominent  citizens  asking 
that  the  school-yards  be  opened  as  playgrounds,  and  at  that  time 
the  Board  considered  it  unwise  to  open  the  school-yards.  Last  year 
the  subject  was  again  presented.  The  Committee  on  School  Houses, 
to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  reported  that  while  they  felt  there 
was  not  sufficient  ground  for  changing  the  opinion  expressed  in  18y0, 
yet  they  thought  it  might  be  desirable  to  try  the  experiment,  and 
accordingly  the  yard  of  the  Eliot  School,  at  the  North  End,  was 
opened.  From  the  evidence  obtained  we  believe  the  disadvantages 
of  opening  the  school-yards  as  playgrounds  to  the  children  far  out- 
weigh the  advantages.  It  would  require  police  surveillance  to  pro- 
tect the  city  property  and  prevent  the  rights  of  the  little  children 
being  infringed  upon  by  the  older  children.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  whole  subject,  it  is  our  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
open  the  school-yards  as  playgrounds.

The  Division 
Committee  after  consideration  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
not  desirable  to  occupy  the  old  site,  and  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Division  Committee  the  School  Board  surrendered  the  old  lot  on 
the  corner  of  Walpole  and  Tremont  streets  to  the  City  Council  with 
the  request  that  the  lot  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  new  building  to  replace  the 
one  that  was  burned.  It  seems  to  us  just  and  reasonable  and  in  a 
sense  truly  economical  that  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  school 
buildings  and  sites  which  are  no  longer  needed  for  school  purposes 
should  be  appropriated  to  provide  new  school-houses.  The  estimated 
cost  of  a  new  six-room  Primary  School-house  and  a  site  for  the  same, 
in  addition  to  the  amount  which  might  be  realized  from  the  sale  of 
the  old  lot,  is  $50,000. 

With  regard  to  the  Vernon-street  building,  there  has  been  a  need 
for  a  new  building  to  replace  the  old  one  for  several  years.  In 
1889  the  lot  was  enlarged  with  a  view  to  providing  a  new  building. 
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As  in  many  other  cases,  the  inability  to  obtain  an  appropriation,  and 
the  necessity  of  providing  for  those  children  who  were  without 
school  accommodations,  occasioned  the  postponement  of  the  new 
building.  A  dwelling-house  on  the  land  purchased  to  enlarge  the 
lot  was  pressed  into  service  and  a  class  placed  there.  Upon  the 
urgent  request  of  the  Division  Committee,  the  School  Board  asked 
the  City  Council,  in  February,  1894,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$G5,000  for  a  new  eight-room  Primary  School-house,  but  no  appro- 
priation has  yet  been  granted.  The  present  school  building  on 
Vernon  street  was  erected  in  1849,  and  enlarged  in  1861.  It  con- 
tains but  four  rooms,  and  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  sanitary  condition. 
A  new  building  is  much  needed.

consider  the  subject.     The  following  report  is  now  submitted: 

The  typical  training  school  of  the  present  day  as  acknowledged 
and  approved  by  the  best  educators  of  our  country  is  a  school  where 
boys  and  girls  are  educated  together. 

Educational  experts  in  the  employ  of  the  city  of  Boston  who  have 
carefully  studied  the  training-school  problem  are  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  that  the  Rice  Training  School  cannot  adequately  discharge 
its  mission  as  a  school  for  observation  and  practice  till  it  is  made  a 
mixed  school. 

There  are  in  Boston  fifty-five  Grammar  Schools,  —  twelve  for  girls, 
thirteen  for  boys,  and  thirty  for  boys  and  girls  together.  Newly  es- 
tablished schools  of  late  years  have  all  been  mixed  schools.  The 
Primaries,  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  in  number,  and  the  Kindergartens, 
are  all  mixed  schools.  The  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  will 
therefore  be  called  upon  for  the  most  part  to  take  charge  of  mixed 
classes.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  Training  School  should  give 
the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  a  chance  to  see  those  methods  of 
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teaching  .'mil  class-management  exemplified,  which  they  ought  to 
employ  after' graduation.  The  Rice  Grammar  School  should  there- 
fore l»c  made  a  mixed  school  throughout,  and  lie  fed  by  the  graduates 
of  the  Primary  of  that  district,  that  there  may  he  uniformity  in  man- 
agement, continuity  in  progress,  better  illustrative  work,  and  better 
opportunities  for  practice.  Such  improved  facilities  will  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  future  teachers  of  the  entire  city. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  School  Board  the  change  was 
made  in  the  sixth  classes  last  Septemher,  and  has  proved  eminently 
satisfactory  to  parents,  teachers,  and  children. 

Under  the  old  arrangement  the  Rice  Primary  children  have  been 
sent  to  seven  different  Grammar  Schools,  and  the  Rice  Grammar 
School  has  taken  into  its  sixth  classes  children  from  six  Primary 
Schools. 

The  transferring  of  children  from  so  many  different  schools,  under 
various  methods  of  training,  impedes  their  progress,  thus  causing  a 
loss  of  time.  If  the  classes  come  directly  from  the  Rice  Primary 
School,  a  large  number  of  the  pupils  can  readily  advance  through  the 
Grammar  School  in  four  years,  as  suggested  by  the  Superintendent. 
In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  it  seems  that  the  only  reason- 
able question  for  the  Board  to  raise  is  that  of  ways  and  means.  The 
change  has  already  been  inaugurated,  and  can  be  perpetuated  with- 
out any  increase  in  expenses  and  without  modifying  the  plan  of  or- 
ganization in  any  neighboring  school.

Division  and  Normal  School,  to  whom  was  referred  —  May  14  —  an 
order  that  the  girls  of  the  present  sixth  class  of  the  Grammar  School, 
and  those  who  will  enter  the  sixth  class  in  September  next,  be  re- 
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tained  in  the  Rice  Training  School,  and  that  the  overflow  of  boys  he 
regulated  by  the  master,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

In  the  year  1876  the  School  Board  provided  that  the  schools   of 
the  Rice  District  should  constitute  a  school  of  observation  ami  prac- 
,  tice  for  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School,  to  be  known  as  the  Rice 

Training  School.  The  Rice  Grammar  School  was  then,  and  has 
always  been,  a  boys'  school  up  to  the  present  year.  In  April,  1892, 
the  School  Board  referred  to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  the 
following  order  offered  by  the  Committee  on  Normal  School : 

Ordered,  That  on  and  after  Sept.  1,  1892,  the  Rice  Training 
School  be  a  mixed  school,  and  that  the  district  lines  be  changed  with 
reference  to  this  order. 

This  order  remained  with  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  about 
eighteen  months,  receiving  careful  attention,  but  as  no  feasible  way 
presented  itself  for  providing  for  the  boys  who  would  be  crowded 
out  by  this  measure,  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  reported  in 
November,  1893,  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  take  further  action  at 
this  time.  The  policy  of  the  Board  seems  to  have  been  to  continue 
the  Rice  Grammar  School  as  a  boys'  school,  and  the  claim  now  made 
that  this  policy  has  been  deviated  from  is  based  upon  an  order 
passed  June  12,  1894,  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  without  one 
word  of  explanation,  at  a  very  busy  meeting,  when  the  members 
were  very  deeply  interested  in  other  matters.  No  suggestion  of  this 
order  had  been  given  to  the  Fifth  Division  Committee,  and  the  first 
knowledge  of  the  effect  of  this  order  came  through  the  masters  of  the 
Fifth  Division,  who  learned  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  that  the 
girls  from  the  Rice  Primary  School  were  not  to  join  the  Grammar 
classes  as  usual  in  the  autumn.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  schools 
opened,  the  masters  called  the  attention  of  the  Division  Committee  to 
the  matter,  and  at  the  first  meeting,  in  October  last,  the  Division 
Committee  offered  an  order  asking  that  the  order  passed,  under  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  in  June,  be  rescinded.  The  order  was  assigned 
for  the  next  meeting  and  was  lost,  the  argument  being  at  that  time 
that  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  pupils  who  had  then  begun  on  their 
year's  work. 

The  result  of  the  vote  passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  was 
the  withdrawal  of  thirty  girls  from  the  Franklin  School  and  ten  from 
the  Everett  last  year.  The  order  now  under  consideration,  if 
passed,  will  take  next  fall  thirty-two  girls  from  the  Franklin  and 
nine  from  the  Everett,  a  sum  total  from  the  Franklin  of  sixty-two 
pupils  in  the  two  years,  and  of  nineteen  from  the  Everett,  and  the 
retention  in  the  Rice  Grammar  of  eighty-one  girls  belonging  to  the 
Fifth  Division  District.     This  retention  of  eighty-one  girls  will  so

crowd  tlic  Rice  Grammar  School  that  the  boys  who  rightfully  belong 
there  will  be  crowded  out,  and  to  meet  this  condition  which  the 
Committee  on  School  Houses  in  1893  found  it  difficult  to  meet,  the 
order  under  consideration  provides  that  the  master  of  the  Rice 
Training  School  shall  regulate  the  overflow  of  boys.  Now,  if  the 
Franklin  School  is  to  lose  sixty-two  pupils  in  two  years  and  the 
Everett  twenty,  the  members  of  this  Hoard  can  readily  estimate  the 
effect  upon  these  schools  in  the  six  years  of  the  Grammar  course; 
and  if  between  two  and  three  hundred  girls  are  to  be  withdrawn 
from  a  division  where  they  rightfully  belong,  then  nearly  if  not  quite 
the  same  number  of  boys  are  going  to  be  sent  out  of  their  district, 
and  especially  assigned  to  such  schools  as  the  master  of  that  district 
may  elect,  and  division  lines  are  utterly  lost  sight  of.  Careful 
inquiry  shows  that  if  this  order  passes,  fifty  boys  belonging  to  the 
Rice  Grammar  will  be  turned  away  from  that  school  this  yea?-,  for 
whom  provision  must  be  made  in  other  schools.  The  master  of  the 
Rice  when  asked  what  provision  would  be  made  for  these  boys, 
replied,  "They  will  go  to  the  Dwight  and  Brimmer.''  Now,  the 
D wight  has  but  one  room  not  used  as  an  ordinary  class  room,  and 
this  is  already  occupied  for  instruction  in  manual  training.  To 
return  this  to  an  ordinary  class  room  would  necessitate  finding  other 
quarters  for  the  manual  training.  The  Brimmer  is  far  away  in 
another  direction;  its  rooms  are  small  and  crowded  and  cannot 
accommodate  any  more  pupils.  One  other  alternative  :  Send  the 
boys  to  the  Franklin  and  make  a  mixed  school  of  that.  This  alter- 
native has  been  proposed  by  the  master  of  the  Normal  School  and 
his  committee.  This  proposition  opens  up  a  large  question  which 
should  receive  the  earnest  and  careful  consideration  of  this  Board, 
and  any  action  leading  to  this  result  should  be  deferred  till  the 
Board  has  taken  into  consideration  and  decided  the  question  of 
mixed  schools.  There  is  another  effect,  especially  upon  the 
Franklin  School,  beside  the  loss  of  numbers,  to  be  carefully  noted 
and  considered  by  this  Board,  viz.,  the  loss  of  a  very  beneficial 
influence  brought  into  this  school  by  the  quality  of  the  pupils  whom 
it  is  sought  to  retain  in  the  Rice  Grammar  and  which  aids  materially 
in  discipline  and  adds  to  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

Now,  as  an  off-set  to  this  havoc  of  the  Fifth  Division,  and  the 
yearly  sending  out  from  their  own  territory  by  special  dispensation 
at  least  fifty  boys,  what  advantages  are  claimed? 

The  Fifth  Division  has  been  accused  of  selfishness,  has  been 
advised  to  get  out  of  the  way,  and  not  to  hinder  the  progress  of  the 
schools  of  Boston.  The  members  of  the  Fifth  Division  wish  respect- 
fully to  affirm  that  in  loyalty  to  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  as  a 
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whole  they  are  not  a  whit  behind  any  members  of  this  body,  and  if 
the  reasons  presented  at  the  hearings  given  by  the  joint  committee 
had  been  of  a  convincing  character  they  would  have  joined  in 
recommending  that  this  order  ought  to  pass.  What  were  these 
reasons? 

First.  That  the  Rice  being  a  superior  school,  the  pupils  in  this 
school  would  receive  special  advantages. 

Second.  That  the  passage  of  this  order  would  provide  a  model 
school,  in  which  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  might  practise. 

Third.  A  mixed  school  would  give  better  opportunity  for  dis- 
cipline. 

Fourth.  An  opportunity  would  be  given  to  carry  out  the  Gram- 
mar course. 

A  careful  consideration  oft  hese  reasons,  as  given,  led  to  the 
following  conclusions  : 

First.  Regarding  the  advantage  to  the  pupils.  It  is  an  open 
question  whether  it  is  an  advantage  to  pupils  to  be  taught  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  by  novices  and  apprentices  in  lieu  of  regular  and 
trained  teachers.  In  the  negative  of  this  question,  the  undersigned 
were  supported  by  one  member  of  the  Normal  School  Committee, 
who  was  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  no  advantage.  But  for  the 
sake  of  argument  we  will  grant  the  advantage  claimed.  To  whom 
then  does  this  advantage  belong  by  right?  To  those  who  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  have  been  assigned  to  that  school,  or  to  outsiders 
allowed  there  by  a  suspension  of  the  rules? 

Second.  A  model  school.  It  was  not  made  clear  to  the  minds  of 
this  committee  in  what  way  this  would  become  a  model  school  if  this 
order  were  passed.  Model  because  a  mixed  school?  In  the  opinion 
of  many  this  would  not  constitute  a  model  school.  Model  because 
made  up  of  selected  pupils?  Possibly,  for  the  last  clause  of  the 
order  provides  that  the  overflow  of  boys  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
master.  This  order,  if  passed,  will  clearly  allow  the  master  of  the 
Rice  Training  School  to  select  for  his  own  school  and  to  elect  which 
boys  shall  go  out  of  the  district,  and  when  they  shall  go.  An  unwise 
delegation  of  power,  in  the  opinion  of  those  who  make  this  report. 

Third.  A  mixed  school  for  discipline.  Wliy  it  would  be  better  in 
this  respect  was  not  made  clear.  When  asked,  would  the  discipline 
be  more  difficult,  the  answer  was  "No."  When  asked  if  it  would 
be  easier,  it  was  admitted  that  it  would.  This  being  so,  those  who 
were  destined  to  go  into  boys'  schools  would  not  receive  the  training 
needed  to  fit  them  for  a  boys'  school.  Was  there  a  special  method 
of  discipline  to  be  taught,  requiring  for  its  exemplification  a  mixed 
class?     Of  what  use,  then,  in  a  class  of  boys  alone  or  girls  alone?     It 
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seemed  to  those  of  the  joint  committee  who  are  unahle  to  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  this  order,  that  if  the  principles  of  discipline 
were  acquired  hy  the  Normal  School  pupils  and  not  some  routine 
method,  that  it  would  not  matter  whether  the  class  was  made  up  of 
boys  or  girls,  or  of  boys  and  girls.  Principles  could  be  taken  away 
and  modified  and  adapted  as  circumstances  required.  Besides,  it 
turned  out  on  inquiry  that  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  do  not  at- 
tempt the  discipline  of  the  classes,  but  that  the  regular  teacher  stays 
by  and  maintains  discipline  while  the  Normal  School  pupil  conducts 
a  lesson,  and  observes  discipline.  Moreover,  as  is  well  known,  the 
pupils  of  the  Normal  School  do  not  depend  entirely  upon  the  Rice 
Training  School.  They  go  out  into  the  schools  of  the  city,  boys' 
schools,  girls'  schools,  and  mixed  schools,  and  observe  and  teach 
under  the  direction  of  such  teachers  as  are  selected  by  the  superin- 
tendent in  the  month  of  September  each  year,  the  number  to  be  not 
less  than  fifty,  according  to  section  304  of  the  rules. 

Fourth  and  lastly,  it  was  claimed  that  the  passage  of  this  order 
would  enable  the  Rice  Training  School  to  carry  out  a  consecutive 
course  from  the  Primaries  up  to  the  completion  of  the  Grammar 
course,  by  the  retention  of  the  primarians  who  naturally  would  go  to 
the  Grammar  Schools  of  districts  where  they  properly  belong.  As 
there  are  a  plenty  of  Primary  scholars  properly  belonging  to  the 
Rice  District,  who  will  pass  from  the  Primary  into  the  Grammar  grade 
each  year,  and  as  section  311  of  the  rules  provides  that  the  course 
of  study  in  the  Rice  Training  School  shall  be  the  same  as  in  other 
Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  of  the  city,  the  undersigned  failed  to 
comprehend  the  necessity  of  the  passage  of  the  order  on  this  score. 

But  waiving  our  convictions  as  presented    in  the  foregoing,  we 

submit  that  with  the  consideration  of  a  new  Normal  School  building 

before  us,  and  the  uncertainty  of  its  location  if  built,  the  present  is 

not,  in  our  opinion,  the  time  to  consider  the   subject  of  making  the 

training  school  a  mixed  school.      We  therefore  recommend  that  the 

order  ought  not  to  pass.

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CHAPTER  408  OF  THE  ACTS  OF  1895. 

AN     ACT     TO     PROVIDE     FOR     CERTAIN     SCHOOL-HOUSES     IN     THE     CITY 
OF    BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  :    , 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
have  full  power  and  control  of  the  design,  construction,  erection, 
and  furnishing  of  all  school  buildings,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
select  and  employ  an  architect  or  architects  to  design  said  buildings 
and  to  supervise  the  construction  and  erection  thereof;  but  no  work 
upon  any  building  shall  be  commenced  until  full  general  plans  of 
such  building  shall  have  been  prepared,  and  no  specific  work  shall 
be  commenced  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  advertised, 
proposals  for  such  work  shall  have  been  received  from  responsible 
parties,  and  contracts  shall  have  been  entered  into,  with  satisfactory 
guarantees  for  their  performance;  provided,  however,  that  no  con- 
tract made  under  this  act  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  the 
mayor. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  of  said  city,  at  the 
request  of  the  school  committee,  shall  take,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  lands  for  school  purposes  as  said  school  committee,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  designate,  and  to  take  any  lands 
under  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  shall  sign  and  cause  to  be 
recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  a  state- 
ment containing  a  description  thereof  as  certain  as  is  required  in  a 
common  conveyance  of  land,  and  stating  that  the  same  are  taken 
for  school  purposes,  and  upon  the  recording  of  any  such  statement 
the  lands  described  therein  shall  be  taken  in  fee  for  said  city. 

Sect.  3.  Said  city  shall  pay  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person 
in  his  property  by  any  taking  as  aforesaid,  the  same  to  be  determined 
by  agreement  between  said  board  and  person;  and  if  they  cannot 
agree,  said  board  or  person  may  within  one  year  after  the  date  of  the 
taking  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  for  the 
county  of  Suffolk  a  petition  for  a  jury  to  determine  such  damages, 
and  thereupon,  after  such  notice  as  said  court  shall  order,  the 
damages  so  sustained  shall  be  determined  by  a  jury  in  said  court,  in 
the  same  manner  as  damages  for  lands  taken  for  highways  in  said 
city  are  determined,  and  costs  shall  be  taxed  and  execution  be  issued 
in  favor  of  the  prevailing  party  as  in  civil  cases. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  for  the  lands  taken  and  the  building  and  furnishing  of 
school-houses  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  the  request  of 
said  school  committee,  issue  and  sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said  city 
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to  an  amount  not  exceeding  live  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the 
current  year,  wliicli  shall  be  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  and  live;  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six, 
and  tour  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  each  of  the  three  following 
years,  which  shall  be  within  the  debt  limit. 

Skct.  5.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annually  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year;  shall  be  registered 
or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  be  sold  and  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  and  prices  and  in  such  amounts  and  at 
such  rates  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
for  such  terms  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  forty  years,  as  the 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Sect.  6.  Said  treasurer  shall  hold  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  in 
the  treasury  of  said  city  and  pay  therefrom  the  expenses  for  said 
lands  and  school-houses;  provided,  however,  that  he  shall  pay  over 
to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking-funds  of  said  city  any 
premiums  received  by  him  in  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  said  com- 
missioners shall  place  all  amounts  so  paid  by  said  treasurer  in  a 
sinking-fund  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  (Approved

Dear  Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Board 
of  Health,  calling  my  attention  to  the  illegality  in  permitting  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  the  flush  vaults  (so  called)  in  the 
school-houses  of  the  city,  and  protesting  against  any  further  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  this  kind  of  privy  vault. 

I  desire  to  state  that  if  it  is  proposed  to  dispense  with  the  use  of 
these  vaults,  and  in  every  case  furnish  the  modern  closet,  the  means 
therefor  will  have  to  be  provided,  as  the  appropriation  for  school- 
house  repairs  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  such  a  demand  as  this  change 

would  require.

Dear  Sir  :  The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  calls  your  attention 
to  chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of  1892,  concerning  privy  vaults  in  the 
city  of  Boston.  A  question  arose  as  to  whether  this  Act  referred  to 
the  flush  vaults,  so  called,  which  are  being  used  in  our  school-houses, 
and  the  decision  of  the  Law  Department  was  that  such  flush  vaults 
came  within  the  meaning  of  said  Act. 
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In  the  experience  of  this  Bonn],  the  flash  vault  in  nine  cases  out 
of  ten  is  but  little  better  than  the  more  primitive  old  privy  vault, 
mikI  ought  not  to  be  continued  any  longer  in  use.  This  Board  is 
aware  of  the  factthat  these  vaults  may  be  constructed  and  maintained 
at  a  less  cost  than  water-closets  and  other  accommodations  for  the 
same  purposes,  but,  notwithstanding  this  fact,  a  consideration  of  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  schools  compels  the  Board  of  Health  to 
respectfully  protest  against  any  further  construction  and  maintenance 
of  any  kind  of  privy  vaults.

the  basement  of  the  Rice  Training  School-house,  and  also  to  provide 
sanitaries  for  the  boys  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  in  place  of 
the  vaults  in  the  yard."  In  considering  the  subject  this  committee 
decided  that  such  alterations  should  be  made  in  the  summer  vacation, 
and  so  deferred  reporting  upon  the  matter  until  June,  when  the 
Board  passed  the  order  directing  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings to  proceed.  The  estimates  prepared  upon  a  personal  inspection 
by  the   Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings   were    presented  to  the 
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committee,  and  he  was  directed  to  make  the  alterations.  During  the 
progress  of  the  work,  as  frequently  happens  when  extensive  altera- 
tions are  made  upon  an  old  school-house,  other  alterations  and  im- 
provements, some  of  them  required  by  law,  were  needed,  and  it 
became  necessary  to  expend  a  larger  sum  than  the  original  estimate. 
The  Board  had  adjourned  for  the  summer.  To  delay  the  work  until 
September,  when  the  Board  could  take  action,  would  have  occasioned 
the  closing  of  the  Normal  and  Rice  Schools  for  a  month  or  more  of 
valuable  school  time.  The  need  of  a  thorough  overhauling  of  the 
whole  system  of  drainage  became  painfully  apparent,  and  the  com- 
mittee, in  the  emergency,  did  what  they  felt  was  their  duty  in  the 
premises,  and  gave  the  order  to  proceed  and  make  the  alterations 
thorough  and  complete.  The  expenditure  required  was  in  excess  of 
an  amount  which  could  be  met  by  the  ordinary  appropriation  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  and  this  committee  being  in- 
formed that  such  an  expenditure  could  properly  be  charged  to  the 
$500,000  for  new  school-houses,  etc.,  asked  the  Board  to  appropriate 
$10,000  for  the  purpose,  which  was  done.  This  amount  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  defray  the  whole  expense,  but  it  is  intended  to  pay  the 
balance  from  the  ordinary  appropriation.  In  the  performance  of  this 
work,  the  provisions  of  chapter  408,  that  "  no  specific  work  shall  be 
commenced  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  advertised,"  were 
not  followed,  and  for  reasons  which  appear  to  your  committee  to  be 
fair  and  just.  It  was  only  after  the  work  had  been  commenced  that 
the  necessity  of  greater  expense  than  was  at  first  proposed  became 
known,  and  the  advisability  of  charging  some  part  of  the  expense  to 
the  amount  granted  by  chapter  408  seemed  unavoidable.  It  would 
not  have  been  wise  or  economical,  even  were  it  possible,  to  stop  what 
had  already  been  arranged  for  and  partially  completed.  A  certain 
special  system  of  sanitaries  which  had  been  put  into  successful  oper- 
ation in  other  school-houses  had  been  decided  upon.  It  was  thought 
that  those  who  were  engaged  upon  the  work  at  its  commencement 
should  complete  it,  and  hence  it  was  inconvenient  and  inexpedient  to 
advertise  for  proposals  for  work  which  had  been  partially  completed. 
The  expense  for  these  alterations  was  about  $20,000. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  wish  to  state  that  in  their  judgment 
no  duty  they  are  called  upon  to  exercise  seems  to  them  so  important 
as  that  which  relates  to  the  health  of  the  pupils.  In  this  instance,  to 
permit  longer  the  deplorable  sanitary  condition  of  this  school-house 
and  its  out-buildings,  when  it  became  known,  would  have  been  repre- 
hensible.

School-house  in  room  became  apparent,  and  at  that  time  it  was  thought  the  building 
Dorchester.  COuld  be  enlarged,  and  the  City  Council  were  asked  to  appropriate 
the  necessary  amount  for  the  purpose.  The  appropriation  was  not 
granted.  In  December,  1891,  the  people  of  Dorchester  petitioned 
that  a  suitable  drill  hall  be  provided  for  the  school.  In  consid- 
ering the  matter,  it  became  apparent  that  the  enlargement  of  the 
building  was  impracticable  for  many  reasons,  not  the  least  of 
which  was  the  great  expense  which  would  be  required  on  account  of 
the    building   laws.     The   committee   reported,  Dec.   22,   1891,  that 
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a  new  building  was  needed,  and  the  City  Council  were  requested  to 
appropriate  $12, 000  for  a  site.  This  amount  was  granted  in  1892, 
and,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  this  committee  advertised 
for  proposals  for  a  lot  of  land.  Since  that  time  the  needs  of 
the  school  have  been  steadily  increasing,  anil  the  need  of  a  new 
building  is  to-day  very  pressing.  This  committee,  in  their  report 
on  new  school-houses  needed  in  Boston,  submitted  to  the  Board 
last  December,  stated  at  length  the  present  condition  of  the  school 
(see  School  Document  No.  18,  1894,  pages  14,  15,  10),  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  repeat  the  statement  in  this  report.  The  Committee 
on  School  Houses  visited  Dorchester  in  1892,  and  inspected  several 
sites  presented  for  consideration,  and  have  visiteil  the  locality 
several  times  since.  The  lot  which,  in  the  judgment  of  this  com- 
mittee, is  the  most  desirable  one,  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Talbot 
avenue  and  Centre  street.  The  committee  are  of  the  belief  that  the 
expense  for  60,000  square  feet  will  not  exceed  $36,000;  and  as  there 
is  at  present  an  appropriation  of  .$12,000  for  a  site,  an  additional 
amount  of  §24,000  would  be  required.  Your  committee,  believing 
that  this  matter  ought  not'  longer  to  be  delayed,  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  orders  :

School  building  in  South  Boston.  In  March,  189-1,  the  Board  received 
a  petition,  signed  by  1,099  residents  of  South  Boston,  asking  for  the 
establishment  of  a  High  School  there.  The  Committee  on  High 
Schools  submitted  a  special  report  to  the  Board,  Nov.  13,  1894,  stat- 
ing that  that  committee  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
desirable  to  establish  a  Higli  School  in  South  Boston  as  soon  as  the 
finances  of  the  city  permit.  In  the  list  of  new  school  buildings 
needed  in  Boston,  submitted  in  the  report  of  this  committee  in 
December,  1894  (School  Document  No.  18,  1894),  was  included  a 
High  School  building  for  South  Boston.  There  seems  to  be  a  special 
reason  for  urging  this  matter  forward  at  this  time.  The  central 
High  Schools  are  taxed  to  their  utmost  to  provide  accommodations 
for  the  pupils.  In  the  report  alluded  to  above  (School  Document 
No.  18,  1894J  the  condition  of  the  central  High  Schools  was  stated, 
and  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing,  additional  accommodations 
clearly  stated.  It  seems  to  your  committee  the  wisest,  most  econom- 
ical, and  generally  acceptable  plan  is  to  establish  a  High  School  in 
South  Boston.  Such  a  course  will  result  in  immediate  relief  to  the 
central  High  Schools,  and  we  believe  remove  the  necessity  of  erecting 
another  High  School  building  in  the  city  proper.  Your  committee 
have  visited  South  Boston,  and  the  lot  we  have  selected  is  one  which 
is  acceptable  the  to  Sixth  Division  Committee  and  the  people  of 
South  Boston.

Mr.  Paul,  for  the  same  committee,  to  whom  were 
referred  —  Sept.  10  —  a  petition  signed  by  John  F. 
Fitzgerald,  Isaac  Rosnosky,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  others,  also  orders  relative  to  the  reopening  of  the 
Evening  Schools  held  last  year  in  the  Hancock  and  Sher- 
win  School-houses,  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Board,  a  hearing  was  given  to  the 
petitioners.  The  consolidating  of  the  Hancock  and 
Eliot  Evening  Schools  and  the  closing  of  the  Sherwin 
Evening  School  were  not  decided  upon  hastily  or 
without  due  consideration.  The  Superintendent,  Super- 
visors, and  principals  of  the  Evening  Schools  were  con- 
sulted, and  it  was  after  careful  consideration  that  action 
was  taken.  The  consolidation  of  the  Hancock  and 
Eliot  Evening  Schools  in  the  latter  building  does  not 
deprive  any  person  of  any  privilege  heretofore  given 
them  for  Evening  School  instruction.  On  the  contrary, 
we  believe  this  instruction  will  be  better  provided  for 
by  the  plan  adopted  as  well  as  more  economical  to  the 
city.  By  providing  special  classes  for  those  pupils  who 
are  unable  to  write  or  speak  the  English  language,  and 
placing  in  charge  of  such  classes  special  teachers,  we 
believe  we  have  met  all  the  objections  urged  by  the 
petitioners.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
the  pupils  who  formerly  attended  the  Sherwin  Evening 
School  will  find  it  convenient  to  attend  the  other  Even- 
ing Schools.  After  due  consideration  the  committee 
report  that  in  their  judgment  no  further  action  is  needed 
upon  this  subject.

the  Committees  on  Salaries  and  on  Text-Books,  and  such 
as  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies." 
Your  committee  consider  it  desirable  that  this  rule  be 
amended  by  adding  the  following  words  to  the  first  para- 
graph :  "and  the  Committee  on  School  Houses."  The 
appropriations  for  making  all  repairs  of  the  school- 
houses,  etc.,  and  that  for  the  erection  of  new  school- 
houses,  are  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Committee  on 
School  Houses.  Although  the  committee  think  that  the 
duties  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  are  clearly 
defined  by  the  rules,  yet  they  think  there  is  an  incongru- 
ity at  present  which  should  be  removed,  and  they  there- 
fore recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

prevented  from  holding  political  or  any   public  office  in  any  other 
city  or  town. 

2.  That  full  pay  shall  not  be  allowed  any  teacher  during  absence 
from  duty  when  the  temporary  vacancy  caused  by  such  absence  shall 
not  have  been  filled  by  a  certificated  substitute. 

3.  That  the  maximum  period  of  leaves  of  absence  on  half-pay 
shall  be  limited  to  six  months. 

4.  That  when  the  services  of  substitute  teachers  are  needed,  such 
teachers  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Superintendent,  in  whose  office  (or 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary)  shall  be  kept  a  list  giving  the  names  and 
addresses  of  eligibles,  who  shall  be  required  to  promptly  notify  the 
Superintendent  (or  the  Secretary)  of  the  termination  of  each  assign- 
ment, giving,  also,  their  addresses ;  failing  in  which,  their  names 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  a  reasonable  and  specified  time,  be  dropped 
from  the  eligible  list. 

With  regard  to  the  first  proposition,  the  committee  understand 
there  are  a  very  few  of  the  employees  of  this  Board  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committees  of  other  cities  and  towns,  and  one 
teacher  is  or  has  been  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  city 
where  he  resides.  The  duties  required  by  this  Board  of  these  em- 
ployees has  never  to  our  knowledge  been  interfered  with  or  impaired 
on  account  of  their  membership  of  School  Committees  in  the  places 
where  they  reside,  and  it  can  be  readily  seen  how  such  service  might 
be  of  great  value  to  them  in  the  performance  of  their  work  as 
teachers  in  this  city.  This  committee,  after  careful  consideration, 
have  come  to  the  opinion  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  amend  the  rules  as 
suggested. 

The  second  and  third  propositions  touch  upon  one  of  the  most 
troublesome  questions  that  have  ever  perplexed  this  Board,  — 
namely,  leave  of  absence  to  teachers.  The  committee  have  given 
due  consideration  to  the  proposition  of  deducting  from  the  salary  of 
a  teacher  who  is  absent,  and  no  substitute  employed,  an  amount 
equal  to  that  which  would  have  been  paid  to  a  substitute.  While  a 
general  proposition  of  this  kind  seems  reasonable,  yet  there  are 
grave  doubts  of  its  practicability.     There  would  be  numerous  op- 
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portunities  for  mistakes  and  incorrect  returns.  Apparent  injustice 
would  occasion  the  presentation  of  innumerable  claims  for  consider- 
ation and  adjustment.  Another  objection  is  the  pettiness  for  deduct- 
ing a  small  amount  from  the  salary  of  an  old  and  faithful  teacher 
who  is  compelled,  through  illness,  to  remain  away  from  school  a  half- 
day  or  a  day.  We  assume  that  the  cases  of  teachers  who  are  ab- 
sent without  substitutes  are  practically  confined  to  those  who  are 
away  from  school  a  day  or  two.  The  rules  clearly  provide  for  the 
employment  of  substitutes,  and  upon  consulting  the  monthly  reports 
of  principals  the  cases  are  rare  where  a  teacher  is  absent  without  a 
substitute  being  employed.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  not  expedient  to  amend  the  rules  as  suggested. 

The  third  proposition  in  the  order  applies  to  leave  of  absence  to 
teachers  on  half-pay.  The  present  rule  provides  for  one  year  in  nine 
on  half-pay,  and  this  committee  is  requested  to  consider  the  expe- 
diencj"  of  amending  the  rules  so  as  to  provide  that  the  maximum  period 
of  leaves  of  absence  on  half-pay  shall  be  limited  to  six  months. 
The  amendment  to  the  rules  providing  that  after  every  ninth  year 
of  service  teachers  may  apply  for  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  on 
half-pay  was  adopted  by  this  Board  Nov.  25,  1890.  The  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Regulations  of  1890,  in  their  report  proposing  the 
amendment,  state  "it  will  be  a  source  of  great  relief  to  teachers  to 
feel  that  in  case  of  necessity  the  opportunity  will  be  afforded  them 
to  recuperate  their  health  and  strength."  It  was  evidently  the 
teachers  who  were  ill  and  tired  and  needed  rest  for  whom  this  rule 
was  made.  When  first  presented,  the  plan  received  favorable  con- 
sideration, and  suggested  an  increased  interest  in  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  teachers  which  would  encourage  them  to  greater 
effort.  Though  some  were  opposed  to  the  measure,  and  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  in  a  written  opinion  upon  the  matter  presented  to 
the  Board,  stated,  "  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  such  a 
rule,  and  granting  leave  of  absence  as  a  practice  and  policy  of  the 
Board,  would  stand  upon  doubtful  legal  authority,"  the  rules  were 
amended,  and  have  remained  as  they  are  to-day.  After  a  trial  of  al- 
most five  years,  the  disadvantages  of  the  plan  appear.  The  strongest 
objection  to  the  rule,  in  our  minds,  is  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
teachers  cannot,  for  many  reasons,  afford  to  give  up  half  their  salary 
for  a  year,  while  those  who,  relieved  from  demands  upon  them  to 
assist  others,  are  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  granted 
by  the  rule.  Thus  many  teachers  who  most  need  the  year's  rest 
feel  unable  to  take  it. 

Some  of  the  other  objections  to  the  continuance  of  the  plan  are  (1) 
the  interference  to  the  proper  advancement  of  the  pupils,  and  due 
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care  to  the  regular  work  of  the  schools;  (2)  the  weakening  of  the 
teaching  force;  (3)  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  substitutes  who 
are  willing  to  do  all  the  work  for  half  the  salary  of  the  position ;  (4) 
the  frequent  changes  of  these  special  substitutes ;  (5)  the  return  of 
teachers  before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  and  the  consequent  mis- 
understandings, and  questions  of  adjustment  of  salaries ;  (6)  the 
temptation  to  teachers  intending  to  leave  the  service  permanently,  to 
obtain  the  year's  leave  on  half-pay  ;  (7)  the  temptation  to  teachers 
to  take  the  year's  leave  of  absence  on  half-pay  for  the  purpose  of  test- 
ing the  question  of  entering  upon  some  more  lucrative  field  of  labor; 
(8)  the  temptation  to  teachers  to  take  the  year's  leave  of  absence 
on  half-pay  to  prepare  themselves  for  higher  work  in  the  service,  and 
returning  to  the  service  to  enter  upon  the  higher  work  at  an  advanced 
salary. 

The  committee  feel  that  the  disadvantages  of  the  present  rule  far 
outweigh  the  advantages.  No  city  in  the  country  is  as  liberal  in  the 
matter  of  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  as  is  Boston,  even  without 
this  one  year  on  half-pay.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  rule 
should  be  abolished,  and  so  recommend. 

There  appears  to  be  valid  and  sufficient  reasons  for  other  changes 
in  the  rules  relating  to  leave  of  absence  to  teachers.  In  the  opinion 
of  this  committee  the  rules  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  (1) 
that  a  request  of  a  teacher  for  leave  of  absence  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  that  such  leave  of  absence  is  in  his 
judgment  necessary ;  (2)  that  the  period  of  a  leave  of  absence  shall 
be  limited  to  four  months,  with  the  provision  that  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  the  leave  may  be  extended  by  the  Board  for  periods  of  four 
months  each.  The  present  rules  provide  that  no  teacher  shall  be 
granted  continuous  leave  of  absence  for  a  term  longer  than  one  year, 
and  if  such  teacher  is  unable  to  return  to  duty  at  the  expiration  of 
one  year,  such  teacher  shall  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice. We  believe  this  rule  is  just  and  should  be  faithfully  observed. 
We  recommend  that  provision  be  made  in  the  rules  so  that  the  salary 
of  a  teacher  who  has  been  out  of  the  service  on  leave  of  absence  a  year 
shall  cease,  and  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  principals  not  to  return 
the  name  of  a  teacher  on  'the  pay-roll  who  does  not  return  to  school 
at  the  expiration  of  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  It  should  also  be  pro- 
vided that  teachers  who  have  been  absent  one  year  should  not  be 
granted  leave  of  absence  again  until  the  expiration  of  at  least  three 
months  after  their  return  to  school. 

We  now  come  to  the  fourth  and  last  suggestion  presented  in  the 
order  referred,  relating  to  the  record  and  service  of  substitutes.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the  list  of  those  who  are  eligible 
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to  serve  as  substitutes,  etc.,  should  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  who  is  also  the  Secretary  of  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors.  Those 
who  are  eligible  for  service  should  be  required  to  promptly  notify 
the  Secretary  of  the  beginning  and  ending  of  any  employment,  of 
any  change  of  address;  failing  in  which  their  name  should,  after  a 
reasonable  time,  be  dropped  from  the  list.  The  committee  do  not 
make  any  specific  recommendations  with  regard  to  this  matter  of 
substitutes,  for  the  reason  that  they  intend  to  make  a  special  report 
upon  this  subject  in  the  near  future. 

To  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  this  report  the 
committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  be  amended  as  follows : 

Section  95.  Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  teacher,"  in  the  fourth 
line,  to  and  including  the  words  "  said  request,"  in  the  eleventh  line. 

Strike  out  all  after  the  words  "  weeks  at  a  time,"  in  the  eighteenth 
line,  to  and  including  the  words  "  from  the  service,"  in  the  twenty- 
seventh  line,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following  words : 
"Requests  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  for  longer  than  said 
week  or  two  weeks  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  physi- 
cian that  in  the  judgment  of  said  physician  the  leave  is  necessary,  on 
account  of  the  physical  condition  of  the  applicant  for  leave.  The 
period  of  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  teacher  shall  be  limited  to  four 
months;  but  the  Board  may  extend  such  leave  for  periods  of  four 
months  each,  provided,  that  no  teacher  shall  be  granted  continuous 
leave  of  absence  for  a  term  longer  than  one  year;  and  if  at  the 
expiration  of  said  year  the  teacher  is  unable  to  return  to  duty,  such 
teacher  shall  resign,  or  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  service. 
All  propositions  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers,  and  the  substitutes 
who  fill  such  places,  must  be  reported  through  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  to  the  Board  for  approval." 

Section  117.  Add  the  following  to  the  section  as  a  separate  para- 
graph :  "  The  salary  of  a  teacher  who  has  been  absent  from  duty 
by  a  leave  of  absence  for  a  full  year,  and  who  does  not  return  to 
school  at  the  expiration  of  said  year,  shall  cease;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  auditing  clerk  to  see  that  the  name  of  such  teacher  is 
dropped  from  the  pay-rolls." 

[Section  95  amended  as  proposed  will  read  as  follows :  "  No 
teacher  shall  be  granted  leave  of  absence  except  on  account  of  per- 
sonal illness,  or  on  account  of  a  critical  illness  or  a  death  in  the 
immediate  family  of  a  teacher.  Whenever  a  teacher  is  absent,  a 
substitute,  holding  a  certificate  of  the  proper  grade,  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  place  of  the  absentee.  The  committee  in  charge  may 
grant  leave  of  absence  to,  and  appoint  a   substitute   for,  a  special 
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instructor  or  a  principal  for  not  more  than  one  week  at  a  time,  or  to 
any  subordinate  teacher  for  not  more  than  two  weeks  at  a  time. 
Requests  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  for  longer  than  said  week 
or  two  weeks  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  that 
in  the  judgment  of  said  physician  the  leave  is  necessary,  on  account 
of  the  physical  condition  of  the  applicant  for  leave.  The  period 
of  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  teacher  shall  be  limited  to  four  months ; 
but  the  Board  may  extend  such  leave  for  periods  of  four  months 
each,  provided,  that  no  teacher  shall  be  granted  continuous  leave  of 
absence  for  a  term  longer  than  one  year ;  and  if  at  the  expiration 
of  said  year  the  teacher  is  unable  to  return  to  duty,  such  teacher 
shall  resign,  or  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  service.  All 
propositions  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers,  and  the  substitutes 
who  fill  such  places,  must  be  reported  through  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  to  the  Board  for  approval.  Principals  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  absence  of  a  teacher, 
and  employ  a  substitute  for  such  teacher  for  not  longer  than  three 
days,  without  the  consent  of  the  committee  in  charge.  Principals 
shall  make  monthly  returns  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  of  all 
substitutes  employed  in  their  schools,  in  a  blank  furnished  for  the 
purpose.  Whenever  a  substitute  is  employed  for  longer  than  three 
days,  the  principal  shall  at  once  send  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board, 
in  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose,  notice  of  the  date  of  the 
beginning  of  service  of  such  substitutes,  and  a  similar  notice  of  the 
date  of  ending  of  such  service."] 

Accepted,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  committee 
and  the  order  appended  to  the  report  were  laid  over  for 
one  month.

Gentlemen  :  In  reply  to  your  communication  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  "whether  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1895 
authorizes  this  Board  to  expend  any  part  of  the  funds  provided  by 
said  act  for  repairs,  alterations  of  old  school  buildings,  or  en- 
largement of  old  school-house  lots  "  is  received,  and  I  reply  that  the 
purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
authority  of  said  act  are  clearly  pointed  out  in  said  chapter. 
Section  1  of  said  act  provides  "  the  School  Committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  have  full  power  and  control  of  the  design,  construction, 
erection,  and  furnishing  of  all  school  buildings."  Section  2  provides 
"that  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  said  city,  at  the  request 
of  the  School  Committee,  shall  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise  such 
lands  for  school  purposes  as  the  School  Committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  shall  designate."  Section  4  provides  "  that  the  City 
Treasurer  of  said  city,  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  lands  taken 
and  the  building  and  furnishing  of  school-houses  as  aforesaid,"  shall 
from  time  to  time  issue  bonds,  that  is,  to  pay  for  the  furnishing  of 
school  buildings  by  the  School  Committee,  the  building  of  school 
buildings  by  the  School  Committee,  and  the  taking  of  lands  by  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  it  is  only  for  these  purposes 
that  the  money  can  be  expended,  and  not  for  repairs  or  for  alter- 
ations of  old  school  buildings.

I  beg  leave  to  make  a  report  of  my  action  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  181  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1895,  which  chapter  reads  as 
follows  : 

"  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  committees  in  the 
several  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  to  provide  for  each 
school-house  in  which  public  schools  are  maintained  within  their  re- 
spective cities  and  towns,  not  otherwise  supplied,  a  United  States  flag 
of  silk  or  bunting,  not  less  than  four  feet  in  length,  and  a  suitable 
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flagstaff  or  other  apparatus  whereby  such  flag  may  be  displayed  on 
the  school-house  grounds  or  school-house  buildings,  every  school  day 
when  the  weather  will  permit,  and  on  the  inside  of  the  school-house 
on  other  days. 

"  Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  lSi)5." 

On  September  1G  last,  I  issued  a  circular,  addressed  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  public  schools  in  this  city,  calling  their  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  requesting  them  to  see  that  these  provis- 
ions are  complied  with.  In  addition  I  directed  that  "  if  any  of  the 
school-houses  .  .  .  are  not  provided  with  flags  of  the  requisite 
size,  or  if  any  of  them  are  without  flag-staffs,"  I  be  notified  at  once. 

In  reply  to  this  circular  I  have  received  answers  from  the  masters 
of  all  schools  and  districts,  and  I  find  that  there  are  very  few  schools 
in  this  city  which  are  prepared  to  comply  fully  with  the  terms  of  the 
law.  The  supply  both  of  flags  and  of  flag-staffs  needs  to  be  largely 
increased.  I  lay  these  facts  before  the  School  Committee  in  order 
that  it  may  take  such  action  as  it  deems  necessary  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements which  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth, 
herein  cited,  has  established. 

Detailed  information  relating  to  this  matter  is  in  my  possession, 
ready  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  committee.

This  committee  hoped  with  regard  to  the  Canterbury-street  lot  it 
might  be  found  possible  to  keep  within  the  amount  of  the  balance 
of  the  appropriations.  An  order  that  the  plans  prepared  by  Gray  & 
Blaisdell  be  approved  and  the  committee  authorized  to  make,  in 
behalf  of  the  Board,  the  necessary  contracts  for  the  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  was  passed  by  the  Board  September 
25,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  Proposals  were  issued  and  bids 
received,  and  publicly  opened  October  17.  The  lowest  bid  was  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation  available  for  the  purpose.  As  this  is  the 
second  time  proposals  have  been  received  for  this  work,  and  as  the 
plans  and  specifications  were  made  to  involve  as  little  expense  as 
possible,  the  committee  feel  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  advertise  for 
new  proposals.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional sum  for  this  purpose.    In  the  opinion  of  this  committee  $4,000, 
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in  addition  to  the  amount  now  available,  will  be  required  t<>  meet  all 
expenses,  which  include,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  contract, 
payment  for  plans  and  services  of  the  architects. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  have  plans  made  for  the  grading  of 
the  Brighton  High  School  lot  with  the  hope  that  the  balance  of  the 
appropriation  might  prove  sufficient  for  the  grading  of  the  lot.  The 
necessary  order  approving  plans  and  appointing  the  architects  was 
passed  by  this  Board,  Oct.  8,  1895,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 
Subsequently  it  was  ascertained  that  the  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion had  been  reduced  and  there  would  not  be  a  sufficient  sum  to 
grade  the  lot.  The  proposals  for  this  work  are  not  to  be  opened 
until  Oct.  28,  1895,  and  therefore  the  committee  are  obliged  to  esti- 
mate the  expense.  In  the  opinion  of  this  committee  an  appropria- 
tion of  $7,500  will  be  required  to  meet  all  the  expenses,  including 
plans  and  services  of  the  architects. 

The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  : 
Ordered,  That  of  the   #500,000  which,  under  chapter  408   of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  the  School  Committee  is  authorized  to  expend  for  new 
school-houses,  etc.,  this  year,  the  following  appropriations  be  made:

Dear  Sir:  The  Brighton  High  School-house,  now  being  erected, 
is  not  finished,  and  has  not  been  turned  over  to  the  School  Committee. 
The  lot  has  not  been  graded.  There  is  not  a  sufficient  sum  left  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  building  to  grade  the  lot.  The  Canterbury- 
street  School-house  has  been  turned  over  to  the  School  Committee 
and  occupied,  as  there  was  great  need  of  accommodations  in  that 
section.

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Tlie  suspension  of  the  diploma  examinations  during  the  last  two 

years  has  resulted  — 

1.  In  improving  the  instruction  in  the  graduating  classes.  Much 
time  heretofore  spent  in  review  and  repetition  in  anticipation  of  the 
supposed  requirements  of  the  Supervisors'  examinations  has  been 
used  in  considering  new  phases  of  the  subjects,  or  in  treating  the 
familiar  phases  in  a  broader  way. 

2.  In  relieving  teachers  and  pupils  from  the  anxiety  and  worry 
inseparable  from  an  examination  where  important  personal  interests 
are  at  stake. 

3.  In  continuing  the  regular  work  of  the  graduating  classes  to 
the  close  of  the  school  year,  thereby  gaining  several  weeks  for 
instruction. 

4.  In  leading  the  pupils  to  attach  higher  value  to  constancy  and 
fidelity  in  the  daily  work  throughout  the  year. 

The  Board  has  made  careful  investigation,  and  fails  to  find  evi- 
dence that  there  has  been  any  lowering  of  the  standard  of  scholar- 
ship, or  any  diminution  in  the  amount  of  work  accomplished.  On 
the  contrary,  there  has  been  a  gain  in  breadth  of  view  and  in  general 
intelligence. 

In  view  of  these  results  the  Board  of  Supervisors  offers  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  Supervisors'  examinations  for  transfers  from  the 
primary  to  the  grammar  schools,  and  for  graduation  from  all  the 
schools,  be  permanently  discontinued. 

2.  That  all  examinations  for  transfer  and  graduation  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  principals  of  the  schools. 

3.  That  in  June  of  each  year  the  principals  of  the  grammar 
schools  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  scholarship  of  the 
members  of  the  first  classes  in  the  primary  schools,  with  their  recom- 
mendations as  to  transfer  to  the  grammar  schools. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  decide  what  pupils  shall  be  trans- 
ferred. Cases  of  appeal  from  their  decision  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Examinations,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

4.  That  in  June  of  each  year  the  principals  of  grammar,  high, 
and  Latin  schools,  and  the  principal  of  the  Normal  School,  report  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  standing  in  conduct  and  scholarship  of 
the  members  of  the  graduating  classes,  with  their  recommendations 
as  to  the  granting  of  diplomas.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
decide  what  pupils  shall  receive  diplomas.  Cases  of  appeal  from 
their  decision  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Examinations, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  power  to  examine  any  or

The  School  Committee  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  expenditures 
as  nearly  within  the  appropriation  granted  as,  in  their  opinion,  the 
welfare  of  the  schools  would  permit.  The  result  will  probably  be  a 
saving  of  about  $26,000  from  the  amount  ($1,988,000)  believed  to  be 
necessary  to  properly  carry  on  the  schools  as  shown  in  the  estimates 
carefully  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  School  Board.

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The  lot  for  the  Beech-street  Primary  School-house  was  purchased 
in  1891,  and  though  annually  called  to  the  consideration  of  the  City 
Council  since  that  time,  no  appropriation  was  made  for  a  building. 
As  above  stated  an  appropriation  was  made  for  this  building  by  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  contract  for  erecting  the  same  has  been 
awarded. 

The  Lewis  School-house  alterations  are  in  process  of  construction, 
and  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  will  be  completed  soon. 

By  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
Jan.  4,  1895,  $45,000  was  appropriated  for  a  Primary  School-house, 
North  and  West  Ends.  The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  under  in- 
structions of  the  School  Board,  immediately  advertised  for  proposals 
for  sites.  Only  two  proposals  were  presented.  It  was  seen  at  once 
that  the  amount  would  probably  not  be  sufficient  for  a  site  in  either 
the  North  or  West  Ends.  During  the  spring  and  summer  much  con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  subject  of  needed  school  accommo- 
dations in  this  section  of  the  city,  by  the  Committees  on  School  Houses 
and  Third  Division.  Several  visits  of  inspection  of  lots  have  been 
made,  but  to  find  sites  suitably  located,  and  at  a  cost  which  could  be 
spoken  above  a  whisper,  has  proved  a  most  difficult  and  trying  task. 
An  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  a  school  site  at  the  North  End  was 
made  out  of  the  $500,000  by  the  School  Board  July  9,  1895.  This 
committee  has  the  matter  under  consideration  at  this  time,  and  hope 
to  be  able  to  make  some  definite  recommendation  to  the  Board. 

Several  small  wooden  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  yards  of 
school-houses,  and  others  are  under  consideration.  The  committee 
are  convinced  that  furnishing  these  small  buildings,  for  the  temporary 
accommodation  of  the  pupils,  while  new  school-houses  are  being 
erected,  is  the  best  practical  solution  of  the  question  of  providing 
temporary  school  accommodations.  Such  buildings  can  be  erected 
only  in  certain  localities  under  the  building  laws.  These  buildings 
are  economical,  can  be  speedily  erected  and  equipped  for  the  school 
work,  and  being  placed  in  the  yards  of  the  regular  school-houses, 
obviate  objections  which  are  common  to  hired  buildings,  relative  to 
sanitary  provisions,  light,  air,  etc. 

The  alterations  of  the  Rice  Training  School  are  completed. 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  have  under  consideration  propo- 
sitions from  the  owners  of  property  adjoining  the  Bigelow  School, 
and  will  soon  present  their  recommendations.  It  is  the  purpose  not 
only  to  provide  additional  yard-room  for  this  building,  which  has 
been  so  much  needed  for  many  years,  but  by  making  alterations  in  a 
building  on  the  property  to  secure  one  or  more  additional  school- 
rooms. 
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There  has  been  great  need  of  increased  school  accommodations  in 
the  Washington  Allston  District.  As  early  as  1893  the  City  Council 
was  asked  to  grant  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the  Allston 
Club-house,  but  no  appropriation  was  made.  This  property  has  re- 
cently been  acquired  under  the  present  law,  and  is  now  fitted  for 
school  purposes. 

In  February,  1893,  being  fully  convinced,  through  petitions  of 
parents  and  others,  and  by  careful  investigation  of  the  need  of  a  new 
Primary  School-house  in  Eoslindale,  west  of  the  railroad,  the  School 
Committee  asked  the  City  Council  for  an  appropriation  for  a  site  and 
building.  The  request  was  repeated  in  1894  and  included  in  the  list 
of  new  school-houses  submitted  last  December.  The  School  Com- 
mittee has  acquired,  under  the  law,  a  site  for  the  building,  and  plans 
are  now  being  prepared  for  the  same.  Before  the  end  of  this  year 
this  building  will  be  in  process  of  construction. 

The  Brighton  High  School-house  has  not  yet  been  turned  over  to 
the  School  Board.  A.n  additional  appropriation  of  $16,000  was 
granted  by  the  City  Council  on  the  request  of  the  former  City  Archi- 
tect for  "  grading,  etc."  Under  the  recent  law  abolishing  the  office 
of  City  Architect,  it  was  provided  that  all  uncompleted  contract  work 
should  be  finished  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  and  it 
has  since  Tween  arranged  that  all  new  contracts  should  be  made  by  the 
School  Committee.  When  the  question  of  grading  the  lot  was  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  they  learned 
that,  notwithstanding  the  additional  appropriation  granted  for  grading, 
etc.,  the  balance  was  insufficient,  if  it  all  could  be  used  for  grading, 
and  as  it  was  doubtful  how  much  of  this  balance  might  yet  be  re- 
quired to  pay  for  the  uncompleted  contract  work,  and  for  extras,  etc., 
the  committee  felt  they  could  not  rely  upon  any  definite  balance,  and 
the  School  Board  therefore  made  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  contract  has  been  awarded  to  grade  the  lot. 

With  regard  to  the  Canterbury-street  School-house,  although  the 
building  was  surrendered  to  the  School  Committee  and  occupied,  it 
was  not  completed,  as  the  yard  had  not  been  graded.  Here  again 
was  an  insufficient  balance  for  the  grading  of  the  lot.  The  School 
Committee  has  appropriated  an  amount,  which,  with  the  balance  of 
the  appropriation  granted  by  the  City  Council,  will  be  sufficient  to 
grade  the  lot.     This  contract  for  grading  has  also  been  awarded. 

With  regard  to  the  South  Boston  High  School,  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  made  an  appropriation  for  a  site  and  passed  an  order  re- 
questing the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  to  acquire  a  described 
parcel  of  land  for  the  purpose. 

A  report  on  a  lot  for  a  new  High  School  in  Dorchester  is  now  be- 
fore the  School  Committee  for  action. 
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In  addition,  plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  a  new  Grammar 
School-house  in  the  Harris  District,  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Thetford-avenue  School-house  in  Dorchester,  to  relieve  this  over- 
crowded section. 

In  regard  to  the  request  for  information  as  to  the  "  progress  made 
in  the  preparation  of  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates  for  the 
school-houses  not  yet  under  construction,  for  which  appropriations 
were  provided  by  loans  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  or  before  Jan.  4,  1805,"  we  would  state  that  there  are 
three  school  houses  not  yet  under  construction  for  which  appropria- 
tions were  provided  by  loans  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  or  before 
Jan.  4,  1895,  as  follows  :  Primary  School-house,  Field's  Corner  — 
order  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  June,  1894;  Primary  School-house, 
North  and  West  Ends  —  order  approved  by  the  Mayor  Jan.  4,  1895 ; 
new  school-house,  Aberdeen  District  —  order  approved  by  the  Mayor 
Jan.  4,  1895. 

Primary  School-house,  Field's  Corner.  —  An  appropriation  of 
$50,000  was  granted  by  the  City  Council  in  June,  1894.  In  October, 
1894,  the  School  Committee  purchased  a  site  for  the  building,  for 
which  the  sum  of  $19,000  was  paid.  The  City  Council,  by  an  order 
approved  by  the  Mayor  Dec.  22,  1894,  transferred  from  the  balance 
of  the  appropriation  $10,000  for  a  Grammar  School-house.  Stoughton 
District;  $3,600  for  additional  land,  Hugh  O'Brien  School-house. 
The  City  Council,  by  an  order  approved  by  the  Mayor  Dec.  22,  1894, 
transferred  from  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,400 
to  an  appropriation  for  the  school-house,  Morton  street.  The  City 
Council,  by  an  order  approved  by  the  Mayor  Jan.  4,  1895,  transferred 
from  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  $16,000  to  a  special  appropria- 
tion for  a  site  for  a  new  Grammar  School-house  in  the  Stoughton 
District ;  which  leaves  a  balance  of  the  original  appropriati  on  for  a 
school-house  at  Field's  Corner  of  $6,000.  The  estimated  cost  of  a 
new  building,  by  the  last  City  Architect,  was  $42,000.  It  was  the  in- 
tention of  the  School  Committee  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion to  erect  this  building.  Before  such  an  opportunity  was  given 
the  present  law  was  passed.  As  soon  as  the  more  pressing  needs  of 
the  present  moment  are  provided  for,  this  building  will  receive  the 
attention  of  the  Board. 

Primary  School-house,  North  and  West  Ends.  — This  subject  has 
been  referred  to  above. 

New  School-house,  Aberdeen. — In  1894  the  City  Council  appropri- 
ated $6,000  for  a  site  for  a  Primary  School-house  at  Aberdeen,  and  in 
January,  1895,  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  was  granted  for  a  build- 
ing.    It  was  found  impossible  to  buy  a  suitable  site  for  the  amount 
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assigned  for  the  purpose,  and  the  School  Committee  asked  the  City 
Council  in  May,  1895,  to  transfer  $7,750  from  the  appropriation  for  a 
new  building,  Aberdeen,  to  the  appropriation  for  a  site.  This  trans- 
fer was  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  the  order  approved  by  the 
Mayor  June  26,  1895.  At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  July 
9,  the  Street  Commissioners  were  requested  to  take,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  the  site  selected.  The  property  for  this  site  was  taken  by 
the  Street  Commissioners,  Aug.  15,  1895;  Oct.  8,  1895,  the  Board 
received  a  communication  from  the  Street  Commissioners  that  they 
had  agreed  with  the  owners  of  the  lot  on  the  sum  of  $13,750  in  pay- 
ment for  the  property  taken.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully  offers  the  following  report 

with  regard  to  the  revision  of  the  course  of  study  for   the   Evening 

High  School: 


NOVEMBER  12,  1895.  §\\ 

The  standard  subjects  of  the  course  of  study  for  the  Evening 
High  School  were  (1)  English,  including  the  elements  of  composi- 
tion and  grammar,  of  rhetoric,  and  of  literature;  (2)  Latin,  French, 
and  German;  (3)  history  and  civil  government;  (i)  physiology; 
(5)  arithmetic,  elementary  algebra,  and  plane  geometry;  (6)  pen- 
manship;  (7)  phonography;  and   (S)   book-keeping. 

Within  two  years  the  School  Committee  has  authorized  (1)  an 
extension  of  the  course  of  study  in  English  literature  so  as  to  in- 
clude the  study  of  the  later  standard  authors ;  (2)  a  course  in 
American  literature ;  (3)  the  study  of  solid  geometry  and  of 
advanced  algebra;  (4)  the  study  of  physics  and  of  chemistry;  and 
(5)   the  study  and  practice  of  typewriting. 

No  class  has,  as  yet,  been  formed  for  the  study  of  the  later 
English  authors,  nor  for  the  study  of  solid  geometry  and  of 
advanced  algebra.  Classes  in  American  literature  and  in  physics 
were  formed  last  year;  and  other  classes  are  pursuing  the  same 
studies  this  year.  Although  the  work  done  by  these  classes  has 
been  excellent  and  the  results  good,  yet  desirable  details  of  the 
course  of  instruction  have  not  as  yet  been  determined.  An  advanced 
course  in  physics  has  been  laid  out,  but  not  as  yet  tried ;  classes  in 
chemistry  have  been  lately  formed,  and  are  pursuing  a  course 
similar  to  that  laid  out  for  the  English  High  School;  and  classes  in 
typewriting  have,  as  yet,  been  prevented  from  beginning  their 
work.  What  can  be  accomplished  in  the  Evening  High  School  by 
classes  in  physics,  chemistry,  and  typewriting  can  only  be  de- 
termined by  experiment  and  after  careful  observation.  It  seems, 
therefore,  unwise  to  set  limits  and  fix  details,  until  further  investi- 
gations have  been  made. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  therefore,  recommends : 

1.  That  it  be  authorized  to  guide  the  instruction  in  the  Evening 
High  School  until  sufficient  facts  have  been  gathered  for  determin- 
ing the  limits  and  the  desirable  topics  of  the  courses  in  the  several 
subjects  of  study. 

2.  That,  from  the  materials  thus  gathered,  it  prepare  courses  of 
study,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Examinations. 

Within  the  last  few  years  experience  has  proved  that  certain 
changes  in  the  subjects  of  study,  in  the  designations  of  classes,  and 
in  the  requirements  for  certificates  of  proficiency,  are  highly  desir- 
able in  the  Evening  High  School.  Accordingly,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  makes  the  following  recommendations  : 

3.  That  there  be  two,  instead  of  three,  grades  or  classes  in  the 
study  of  English  composition  —  the  lower  class  to  study  grammar 
and  the  elements  of  composition,  and  the  higher  to  study  rhetoric 
and  advanced  composition. 
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4.  That  there  be  one  course  of  study  in  American  literature  and 
two  courses  in  English  literature  —  the  first  in  English  literature  to 
include  the  earlier  standard  authors,  and  the  second  the  later 
standard  authors. 

5.  That  every  pupil  in  the  Evening  High  School  who  does  not 
possess  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  English  composition  be  re- 
quired to  join  the  lower  class  in  the  study  of  that  subject. 

6.  That  pupils  who  do  not  possess  an  elementary  knowledge  of 
English  composition  be  excluded  from  classes  in  rhetoric,  in  English 
and  American  literature,  in  French,  German,  and  Latin,  and  in 
phonography  and  typewriting. 

7.  That  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  English  composition  be 
required  of  every  candidate  for  a  certificate  of  proficiency. 

8.  That  there  be  two,  instead  of  three,  grades  or  classes  in  the 
study  of  the  French  language,  and  also  of  the  German  language. 

9.  That  a  class  for  the  study  of  French  literature,  and  another 
for  the  study  of  German  literature,  be  formed  when,  and  only  when 
there  are  sufficient  pupils  who  are  well  qualified  to  pursue  the  study. 

10.  That,  instead  of  two  grades  or  classes,  there  be  but  one  grade 
or  class  in  arithmetic  —  the  pupils  to  review  arithmetic  and  to  give 
special  study  to  commercial  arithmetic. 

11.  That  the  formal  study  of  book-keeping  by  single  entry  be 
omitted  from  the  course  —  the  study  and  practice  to  be  confined  to 
book-keeping  by  double  entry. 

12.  That,  in  forming  classes  in  typewriting,  preference  be  given 
to  pupils  who  possess  a  knowledge  of  phonography. 

13.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  new 
schedule  of  values  for  certificates  of  proficiency,  to  suit  and  to  in- 
clude the  subjects  that  have  been  added  to  the  course  of  study  for 
the  Evening  High  School.

Requests  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  for  longer  than  said  week 
or  two  weeks  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  that 
in  the  judgment  of  said  physician  the  leave  is  necessary,  on  account 
of  the  physical  condition  of  the  applicant  for  leave.  The  period 
of  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  teacher  shall  be  limited  to  four  months  ;

each,  provided,  that  no  teacher  shall  be  granted  continuous  leave  of 
absence  for  a  term  longer  than  one  year;  and  if  at  the  expiration 
of  said  year  the  teacher  is  unable  to  return  to  duty,  such  teacher 
shall  resign,  or  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  service.

Since  receiving  this  order,  two  hearings  have  been  given  to  differ- 
ent citizens'  associations  in  regard  to  the  selection  made,  and  I  have 
also  made  personal  inspection  of  the  premises. 
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That  there  is  necessity  for  a  High  School  in  South  Boston  I  have 
no  doubt,  and  no  evidence  was  heard  on  this  point  at  either  of  the 
hearings.  Mention  was  made  at  these  hearings  of  other  sites,  and 
among  them  the  reservoir  lot  on  Thomas  park,  which  is  now  the 
property  of  the  city  of  Boston.  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  it 
was  generally  conceded  that  if  this  site  could  be  obtained  it  would 
be  satisfactory  to  everybody  ;  but  the  impression  prevailed  that  it  was 
not  possible  to  obtain  this  site  on  account  of  legal  objections.  I 
have  examined  into  the  matter,  and  find  that  there  are  no  legal  ob- 
jections, and  that  the  Water  Department  will  have  no  further  use 
for  the  reservoir  after  the  new  main  to  South  Boston  is  laid,  which 
work  will  be  finished  early  next  year. 

I  enclose  an  opinion  from  the  Law  Department  on  the  legal  ques- 
tions raised  in  regard  to  the  Thomas  park  site,  and  also  one  from 
the  Water  Commissioner  in  regard  to  the  Water  Department,  and 
another  from  the  City  Engineer  showing  that  the  grading  of  this  site 
for  school  purposes  would  not  be  an  expensive  matter. 

It  was  in  evidence  at  the  hearing  that  the  School  Committee  did 
not  contemplate  any  work  upon  the  High  School  building  until  next 
year,  but  only  intended  to  secure  the  piece  of  land  at  present.  By 
the  lime  the  funds  are  provided,  the  plans  drawn,  and  the  contrac- 
tors ready  to  commence  work,  the  Water  Department  will  undoubt- 
edly have  this  main  laid;  and  by  the  use  of  the  Thomas  park  site 
there  will  be  a  saving  to  the  city  of  Boston  of  at  least  $55,000, 
which  is  the  average  of  the  estimated  values  placed  on  the  land  and 
buildings  on  the  site  proposed  in  the  above  order,  by  two  real- 
estate  experts  whom  I  employed  to  report  upon  these  values. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  your  Board  pass  the  two  accom- 
panying orders.

Dear  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your 
letter  to  Mr.  Bailey  of  yesterday's  date,  I  have  made  an  examination 
of  the  city's  title  to  the  reservoir  lot  on  Thomas  park,  South  Boston, 
and  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  :  I  find  that  a  part  of  the  lot, 
namely,  a  parcel  containing  11,220  square  feet,  was  taken  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  for  water  purposes  in  February,  1848,  but  was 
subsequently,  in  July  of  the  same  year,  conveyed  to  the  city  by 
warranty  deed  in  the  usual  form  and  with  no  limitation  upon  the 
use.  As  to  this  lot,  therefore,  there  can  be  no  possibility  of  rever- 
sion to  the  owner  or  his  heirs  should  the  city  devote  it  to  any  other 
purposes. 

All  the  other  parcels  which  make  up  the  reservoir  lot  were  ac- 
quired by  the  city  in  the  years  1847,  1848,  and  1849,  by  purchase 
from  the  several  owners,  and  were  conveyed  to  the  city  by  deeds 
containing  no  condition  or  restriction,  and  can  therefore  be  put  to 
any  use  which  the  city  may  desire  to  make  of  them.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  letter  with  reference  to  the  old  reservoir 
in  Thomas  park,  I  would  say  that  the  reservoir  lot,  being  that 
portion  of  the  park  enclosed  within  the  fence,  contains  about  120,000 
square  feet,  and  the  only  use  of  the   same  at  the  present  time  is  to 
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reenforce  the  high-service  pipes  in  case  of  a  large  fire  in  that  section 
of  the  city,  or  for  use  in  case  of  break  in  the  high-service  main. 
After  the  additional  high-service  main  is  laid  from  Fisher  Hill,  upon 
which  work  is  now  being  pushed  through  Heath  street  and  Roxbury 
to  South  Boston,  is  completed,  which  will  probably  be  some  time  in 
the  course  of  the  coming  season,  it  will  then  be  of  no  further  use  to 
this  department.  In  the  meantime,  should  the  reservoir  be  taken 
for  other  purposes,  I  am  informed  by  the  City  Engineer  that  a  con- 
nection can  be  made  with  the  low-service  mains,  thereby  connecting 
the  low  and  high  service  supplies,  thus  giving  an  ample  supply  of 
water  for  fire  purposes,  except,  possibly,  the  street  immediately 
around  the  reservoir ;  should  a  fire  occur  on  that  street,  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  the  Fire  Department  might  be  compelled  to  rely 
entirely  upon  the  high  service.

schools,  as  a  reference-book,  should  be  approved  by  the 
Board  ;  except  such  as  are  received  as  gifts,  or  purchased 
from  trust  funds,  for  which  provision  is  made  by  the 
Rules.

To  present 
long  lists  of  such  library  books  through  the  Committee 
on  Text-Books  to  the  Board  for  approval  seems  a  long, 
cumbersome  method,  and  would  fill  pages  of  our  minutes 
with  titles  of  books,  and,  as  we  believe,  unnecessarily. 
This  committee  think  it  wise  to  make  some  provision  in 
the  Rules  relative  to  furnishing  these  library  books,  and 
they  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
order  :

ichildren  are  inevitably  handicapped  somewhat  in  the  struggle  for  ex- 
stence  by  their  environment,  in  which  the  school  constitutes  a  large 
and  potent  factor,  emphasizes  the  need  of  unremitting  care  and 
activity  to  prevent  enfeebling  and  deteriorating  influences  from  over- 
working them  altogether. 

We  gratefully  recognize  that  the  school  committee  has  evinced  an 
interest  in  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children  under  its  charge  by 
providing  in  some  measure  for  their  physical  training,  by  cooperat- 
ing with  the  Boston  Board  of  Health  in  the  inauguration  of  a  system 
of  daily  medical  inspection  of  the  schools,  in  order  to  limit  the  spread 
of  infectious  diseases,  and  by  measures  to  improve  the  character 
and  distribution  of  school  furniture. 

The  special  purpose  of  this  memorial  is  to  urge  upon  your  honor- 
able body  the  great  importance  of  providing  our  public  schools  with 
properly  constructed  desks  and  chairs,  and  to  request  that  you  will 
take  still  further  action  to  attain  that  end.  It  is  our  impression  that 
nearly  fifty  years  ago  Boston  was  among  the  first,  probably  the  first 
city  in  America  to  provide  pupils  with  a  separate  desk  and  separate 
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chair.  More  recently  your  honorable  body  had  inauguratad  re- 
newed interest  in  the  matter  of  school  seating.  This  is  shown  by 
the  school  committee  appointment  in  1892  of  three  physicians  from 
among  its  members,  to  serve  as  a  special  committee  on  the  seating  of 
pupils,  and  by  the  experimental  introduction  of  adjustable  desks  and 
chairs  into  a  new  Primary  School,  at  the  instance  of  a  special  com- 
mittee alluded  to.  The  publication  of  Dr.  C.  L.  Scudder's  investiga- 
tion into  "  one  of  the  etiological  factors  in  the  production  of  lateral 
curvature  of  the  spine ;  reasons  why  the  seating  of  school  children 
should  receive  very  careful  supervision,"  as  School  Document  No. 
9,  1892 ;  the  order  of  the  School  Committee  directing  the  Supervisors 
and  the  Director  of  Physical  Training  to  aid  and  advise  teachers  in 
the  seating  of  pupils,  and  to  report  their  observations  and  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  seating  to  the  School  Committee;  and  the  publica- 
tion of  Dr.  HartwelPs  Studies  of  the  Seating  Question  (see  Report 
of  the  Director  of  Physical  Training,  School  Document  No.  8,  1894, 
and  School  Document  No.  4,  1895)  —  all  appear  to  be  traceable  to 
recommendations  emanating  from  the  same  special  committee. 

The  European  movement  for  the  reform  of  school  seating,  which 
began  some  thirty  years  ago,  was  considerably  more  influenced  in  its 
earlier  stages  by  the  force  of  American  example  than  has  latterly 
been  the  case.  Particularly  on  the  Continent  physiologists,  physi- 
cians, orthopedic  surgeons,  and  oculists  have  taken  a  leading  part 
in  the  investigation  and  discussion  of  the  principles  of  seating,  and 
their  results  and  conclusions  have  been  given  practical  effect  by 
numerous  governmental  commissions  composed  of  medical  and  me- 
chanical experts.  The  movement  has  led  not  only  to  a  much  higher 
development  of  the  art  of  constructing  adjustable  school  furniture 
than  can  be  found  among  us,  but  also  to  other  notable  reforms,  as,  for 
instance,  in  the  construction  and  lighting  of  school-rooms,  the  better 
priming  of  text-books,  reformed  methods  of  penmanship,  and  the 
medical  inspection  and  supervision  of  schools. 

Several  ingenious  types  of  adjustable  school  desks  have  been  put 
upon  the  American  market  by  inventive  makers  within  the  past  few 
years ;  and  the  number  of  such  types  is  steadily  increasing.  Opin- 
ions in  respect  to  the  theoretical  and  the  practical  value  of  these 
new  inventions  appear  to  be  confused  and  divided,  and  a  good  deal 
of  hesitancy  exists  on  the  part  of  conservative  school  boards  in 
adopting  them  for  general  use.  To  us  this  hesitancy  seems  natural 
and  justifiable,  in  view  of  the  complex  nature  of  the  seating  problem 
and  the  impossibility  of  solving  it  out  of  hand  through  the  rough  and 
ready  methods  of  manufacturing  enterprises.  Unless  and  until 
American  inventors  and  makers  of  would-be  hygienic  school  desks 
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and  scats  avail  themselves  of  the  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the 
failures  and  successes  of  their  European  contemporaries,  they  are 
likely  to  lose  time  and  money  in  roundabout  and  crude  experiments, 
the  cost  of  which  will  naturally  be  defrayed  to  some  extent  from  the 
public  purse. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  the  physical  welfare  of  our  school 
children  and  the  interest  of  our  taxpayers  would  be  best  subserved 
in  this  matter  if  the  deliberate  and  dispassionate  opinion  of  a  body 
of  competent  experts  were  secured  and  published,  as  to  the  most 
important  aspects  of  the  school  seating  question,  and  as  to  the  most 
approved  and  economical  means  of  settling  it. 

In  view  of  the  general  agreement  among  physicians  and  hygienists 
who  have  investigated  the  subject,  as  to  the  importance  of  faulty 
school  furniture  in  producing  spinal  deformities,  muscular  weakness, 
nervous  debility,  and  impaired  vision  among  school  children ;  in  view 
of  the  increasingly  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  school  seating  ques- 
tion in  this  community,  as  well  as  in  the  country  at  large;  in  view 
of  the  good  results  which  have  been  attained  by  school-desk  com- 
missioners in  Europe ;  and  in  view  of  the  measures  hitherto  taken 
by  your  honorable  body  in  relation  to  this  matter,  —  we  respectfully 
ask  that  you  supplement  these  measures  by  appointing  a  committee 
of  experts,  who  shall  serve  without  pay,  to  report  to  the  School 
Committee  upon  the  principles  of  seating,  together  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  they  deem  appropriate  under  the  circumstances. 

In  our  judgment  it  is  particularly  desirable  that  such  a  committee 
should  set  forth  the  essential  principles,  both  medical  and  mechani- 
cal, which  are  involved  in  the  construction  of  school  desks  and 
chairs,  and  should  make  known  the  results  of  the  most  successful 
attempts  to  carry  their  principles  into  effect;  since  an  authoritative 
exposition  of  principles  for  the  guidance  of  all  makers  and  buyers 
of  school  furniture  is  utterly  lacking,  and  very  much  needed  at  the 
present  moment  among  us. 

The  publication  of  such  a  report  by  such  a  committee  as  we  ask 

for,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  could  not 

fail  to  attract  wide  attention  and  to  exert  a  weighty  influence  upon 

physicians,  school    officials,   and   teachers   throughout  the  country, 

which  has  been   accustomed  hitherto  to  look  to    Boston   for  aid   in 

settling    difficult    questions    in    the    administration    of    educational 

affairs.

1.  The  boys'  schools,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  are  in  the 
most  crowded  localities,  where  the  most  disorderly  and  undisciplined 
elements  prevail,  surrounded  by  the  pernicions  influences  of  the 
street,  and  lacking,  in  many  instances,  tlie  proper  home  training: 
therefore  the  demands  made  upon  the  teacher  are  greatly  increased. 

2.  While  being  taxed  physically  and  mentally  to  a  greater  extent, 
there  are  fewer  high-grade  positions  open  to  teachers  of  boys' 
schools,  and  consequently  less  chance  of  promotion  than  for  teachers 
in  girls'  schools,  or  those  composed  of  boys  and  girls. 

3.  To  teach  boys  alone  requires  more  concentrated  energy,  far 
greater  power  of  endurance,  and  a  larger  expenditure  of  nerve 
force,  than  to  teach  girls,  or  boys  and  girls.

The  final  reply  to  this  letter  was  received  on  the  27th  ultimo,  and 
I  now  report  to  you  the  result  of  my  inquiries.  I  find  that  in  fifty- 
four  of  the  schools  vertical  penmanship  is  not  taught;  that  in  four 
teen  of  the  schools  vertical  penmanship  lias  been  taught,  or  is  being 
taught,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  the  facts  in  relation  to  penman- 
ship in  each  of  these  fourteen  schools  being  given  in  the  accompany- 
ing summary  of  the  reports  made  by  their  principals.

School  Houses;  J  J 

site  for  Primary  School-house  at  the  West  End.  They  have  made  several  visits  to 
School-house  at  ^he  locality,  accompanied  sometimes  by  members  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Third  Division.  They  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
site  herein  recommended  for  a  Primary  School-house  at  the  West 
End  is  the  best  that  can  be  selected  for  the  purpose.  The  City 
Council  has  appropriated  $45,000  for  a  Primary  School-house,  North 
and  West  Ends.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  this  sum 
should  be  expended,  and  such  additional  sum  as  may  be  necessary 
from  the  amount  granted  by  the  Act  of  1895,  to  provide  a  site  and 
building  for  a  Primary  School  at  the  West, End.  The  lot  recom- 
mended is  on  the  corner  of  Chambers  and  Poplar  streets.  There  are 
about  10,220  square  feet  in  the  lots  on  Poplar  and  Chambers  streets, 
the  assessed  valuation  being  $47,700.  As  it  will  be  necessary  to  take 
portions  of  estates  fronting  on  Allen  street  to  provide  a  lot  of  suffi- 
cient size,  this  committee  are  unable  to  give  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  whole  property.  They  recommend  that  the  land  be  taken  by 
the  Street  Commissioners,  and  that  when  their  award  is  made  the 
School  Board  can  appropriate  the  additional  sum  needed.  The 
Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  requested  to 
take,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  for  school  purposes,  eight  lots  of  land 
with  buildings  thereon  on  Poplar  and  Chambers  streets,  containing

Mr.  Huggan,  for  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  to  whom 
was  referred  —  Nov.  26  —  an  order  concerning  the 
salary  of  Grace  D.  Baehelder,  instructor  of  cookery, 
reported  that  under  the  rules  when  a  teacher  is  ap- 
pointed she  is  to  receive  certain  credit  for  previous 
service.  When  Miss  Baehelder  was  appointed  there 
was  some  misunderstanding  about  her  previous  service, 
and  it  has  since  been  learned  that  she  should  have  re- 
ceived an  additional  year's  credit.  To  correct  the  error 
made,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Manual  Training,  this .  committee  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  followino;  order  : 

Ordered,  That  Grace  D.  Baehelder,  instructor  of 
cookery,  be  placed  upon  the  fourth  year  of  service  in 
her  rank,  to  date  from  Nov.   6,  1895.

Mr.  Huggan,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following : 

The  Committee  on  Salaries,  to  whom  were  recommitted  —  Nov. 
26  —  the  orders  appended  to  the  annual  report  of  that  committee, 
report  that  they  have  given  much  time  and  earnest  consideration  to 
the  subject.  They  have  held  several  meetings,  have  heard  all  the 
petitioners  whose  petitions  have  been  referred  to  them,  as  well  as 
other  representatives  of  the  several  grades,  and  have  given  their 
best  efforts  to  prepare  in  the  limited  time  afforded  them  some  plan 
which  would  meet  what  appears  to  them  an  equitable  adjustment  of 
the  salaries  of  the  teachers  of  all  the  grades  of  the  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools.  They  have  endeavored  to  do  this  with  as  little 
increase  in  the  expenses  as  possible.  The  recommendations  pre- 
sented are  based,  so  far  as  practicable,  upon  the  general  agreement 
of  all  the  teachers  that  their  salaries  be  restored  to  what  they  were 
before  any  reductions  were  made. 

The  recommendation  regarding  the  salaries  of  the  masters  is  the 
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same  as  that  presented  in  the  former  report  of  the  committee.  The 
minimum  salary  suggested  for  the  first  assistants  is  fixed  at  $972, 
with  a  maximum  salary  of  $1,224  for  the  eighth  and  subsequent 
years.  The  present  scale  is  for  six  years.  This  restores  the  maxi- 
mum salary  of  this  grade  to  about  what  it  was  before  reduction,  viz., 
$1,200. 

The  minimum  salary  suggested  for  the  second  assistants  is  $852, 
with  a  maximum  salary  of  $912  for  the  sixth  and  subsequent  years. 

The  minimum  salary  suggested  for  third  and  fourth  assistants  is 
$504,  the  same  as  recommended  in  the  former  report  of  the  commit- 
tee. Two  additional  years  have  been  added  to  this  scale,  making 
the  maximum  salary  .$8-10  for  the  eighth  and  subsequent  years  of 
service.  This  also  practically  restores  the  old  maximum  salary  of 
these  grades,  which  was  $800  before  the  reduction. 

An  approximate  estimate  of  the  increased  amount  needed  for 
salaries  of  instructors,  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee is  as  follows:  Masters,  $4,200;  first  assistants,  $ 3,240; 
second  assistants,  $8,008  ;  third  and  fourth  assistants,  $30,000;  total, 
$45,448. 

As  to  the  application  of  the  new  scale  of  salaries,  those  of  the 
masters  have  been  explained  in  the  former  report.  With  regard  to 
the  other  grades,  all  first  assistants  are  to  receive  the  next  higher 
salary  of  the  new  scale  to  that  which  they  now  receive  on  the  anni- 
versary of  their  appointment;  all  second  assistants  who  have  served 
six  years  or  more  in  their  rank  are  to  receive  the  salary  of  the  second 
year  of  the  new  scale  from  Jan.  1,  1896;  and  all  other  second  as- 
sistants are  to  be  placed  upon  the  first  year  of  the  new  scale  from 
Jan.  1,  1896;  all  third  and  fourth  assistants  who  have  served  six  or 
more  years  are  to  receive  the  seventh  year's  salary  of  the  new  scale 
from  Jan.  1,  1896,  and  all  the  other  third  and  fourth  assistants  are 
to  receive  the  next  higher  salary  of  the  new  scale  on  the  anniversary 
of  their  appointment  except  those,  who,  on  Dec.  31,  1895,  are  receiv- 
ing the  first  year's  salary  of  the  present  scale  ($456)  are  to  receive 
the  first  year  of  the  new  scale  ($504)  from  Jan.  1,  1896. 

The  committee  recommend  that,  in  view  of  this  increase  in  sal- 
aries, credits  heretofore  allowed  for  previous  service  under  section 
117  of  the  Eules  be  not  allowed  after  Jan.  1,  1896,  in  the  ranks  of 
master,  and  first  and  second  assistants. 

The  committee  renew  the  recommendations  in  their  former  report 
that  the  salary  of  the  assistant  to  the  Director  of  Physical  Training 
be  fixed  at  $2,280  per  annum,  from  Jan.  1,  1896;  and  that  the  salary 
of  the  special  teacher  of  modern  languages  in  the  Brighton,  East 
Boston  High,  and  Girls'  Latin  Schools  be  fixed  at  $1,128  per  annum 
from  Jan.  1,  1896. 
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With  the  exceptions  above  noted,  the  committee  recommend  that 
the  salaries  of  instructors  as  at  present  fixed  by  the  Board  be  con- 
tinued.

1.  That  the  contest  for  them  be  open  to  the  classes  in  the  second 
and  third  years  in  the  ordinary  city  High  Schools,  not  including  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Latin  Schools 
who  are  in  the  two  classes  immediately  below  the  graduating  class. 

2.  That  these  prizes  be  won  for  their  classes  by  the  three  students 
who  write  the  best  answers  to  ten  questions  proposed  by  the  Art 
Department  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club. 

3.  That  these  questions  in  printed  form  be  given  to  each  student 
in  January,  1896,  and  that  references  to  various  books  and  articles 
be  appended  to  them  which  shall  aid  the  student  iu  learning  certain 
facts  of  general  interest. 

4.  That  the  school  authorities  instruct  the  teachers  of  the  above- 
mentioned  classes  to  set  aside  two  hours  in  some  week  in  May,  the 
week  to  be  selected  by  the  same  authorities,  for  the  answering  of 
these  questions  in  writing. 

5.  That  the  papers  be  examined  by  the  teachers,  and  one-third  of 
them,  which  evince  the  best  thought,  to  be  sent  to  the  Art  Department 
of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club  to  be  examined. 

6.  That  the  three  prizes  be  awarded  in  June  and  placed  on  the 
walls  of  the  schools,  each  with  an  inscription  stating  the  name  of  the 
pupil  who  won  it  for  his  school. 

7.  That  the  best  set  of  answers  be  published  in  the  daily  papers, 
and  a  valuable  present  be  given  to  each  one  of  the  three  students 
who  has  won  a  prize  for  his  school.  No  one  of  the  High  Schools  or 
Latin  Schools  will  be  allowed  to  receive  more  than  one  prize. 
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It  is  earnestly  desired  that  this  plan  shall  not  necessitate  any  extra 
work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  bui  little  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils,  [f  the  teachers  will  utilize  this  as  one  of  the  ordinary  little 
exercises  or  monthly  compositions,  the  examination  of  the  papers 
need  not  increase  their  work. 

The  pupils  are  not  expected  to  do  much  reading,  hut  are  expected 
to  ask  questions  of  their  families  and  friends,  to  think  and  observe 
in  new  directions,  and  during  the  months  that  are  allowed  them,  to 
study  their  own  city  as  they  go  about  the  streets  and  learn  to  know  it 
and  care  for  its  best  interests  as  they  have  never  done  before. 

It  is  expected  that  arrangements  can  be  made  to  exhibit  the  prizes 
from  January  until  June  in  some  public  place,  with  the  list  of  ques- 
tions appended.  If  so,  it  is  hoped  that  the  general  public  as  well  as 
the  students  will  become  interested  in  considering  certain  matters 
which  pertain  to  a  more  beautiful  city  life.

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The  latter  report  is  us  follows  : 

To  the  School  Committee  : 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report : 

On  Jan.  22,  1895,  the  School  Committee  passed  the  following 
order:  "Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  recommendations,  numbered  1  to  4  on 
pages  10  and  11  of  School  Document  No.  17,  1894,  being  the  annual 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Kindergartens,  with  a  view  to  closening 
the  connection  between  the  Kindergartens  and  Primary  Schools,  and 
reducing  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  Primary  classes." 

On  April  9,  1895,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reported,  asking  that 
further  time  be  granted  for  the  consideration  of  the  above  order,  so 
that  the  Board  might  have  the  benefit  of  the  knowledge  and  expe- 
rience of  Miss  Arnold,  then  Supervisor-elect. 

In  September  last  Miss  Arnold  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  a  report  which  has  been  considered  at  two 
meetings  of  that  Board,  and  after  amendment,  in  one  particular,  it 
was  unanimously  adopted.     This  report  is  as  follows  : 

First,  in  order  that  the  Kindergarten  and  Primary  Schools  may  be 
properly  related  it  is  necessary  that  primary  teachers  should  under- 
stand kindergarten  principles,  and  equally  necessary  that  kinder- 
gartners  should  understand  the  general  plan  of  primary  work.  To 
that  end  I  would  propose  : 

I.  (1)  That  a  series  of  meetings  be  arranged  whereby  teachers  now 
employed  in  the  lowest  primary  grade  may  be  helped  to  a  knowledge 
of  kindergarten  principles,  and  that  similar  meetings  be  planned  for 
instructing  kindergartners  in  the  aims  and  needs  of  primary  work. 
(2)  That  as  soon  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  all  new  candidates 
for  grammar  grade  certificates,  Class  B,  who  desire  lower  primary 
work,  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  general  principles  of 
the  kindergarten ;  and  that  candidates  for  a  kindergarten  certificate 
be  required  to  present  some  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  primary 
work. 

II.  I  would  recommend  that  the  School  Committee  be  requested 
to  take  such  steps  as  will  limit  the  number  of  pupils  in  third  class 
primary  rooms  to  forty-eight,  as  far  as  practicable  making  arrange- 
ments in  new  buildings  for  that  purpose,  and  working  gradually 
toward  a  rearrangement  in  older  buildings.  This  step  is,  in  my 
opinion,  absolutely  necessary  if  we  attempt  to  approach  in  the 
lowest  primary  grade  the  individual  teaching  required  in  the  kin- 
dergarten. 
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III.  I  recommend  that  the  program  of  the  lowest  primary  classes 
be  so  arranged  as  to  allow  at  least  one  hour  a  day  in  kindergarten 
games,  story  telling,  etc.,  and  that  when  practicable  these  games 
shall  take  place  in  the  kindergarten  rooms  which  are  unused  in  the 
afternoon.  These  exercises  are  especially  necessary  to  the  develop- 
ment of  children  who  have  not  passed  through  the  kindergarten. 
The  detail  of  such  arrangement  must  differ  widely  in  the  various 
buildings. 

IV.  I  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken,  in  certain 
districts  at  least,  to  classify  together  all  pupils  who  have  been  taught 
in  the  kindergarten,  in  order  that  we  may  judge  (1)  in  what  respects 
their  needs  differ  from  those  of  pupils  without  kindergarten  training. 
(2)  That  we  may  thus  learn  how  our  primary  course  should  be 
modified  for  kindergarten  pupils. 

To  that  end  I  ask  that  at  least  ten  teachers  of  classes  containing 
children  who  have  had  kindergarten  training  be  selected  from  the 
Primary  Schools  of  the  city,  and  that  these  teachers  be  instructed 
and  encouraged  to  make  such  observations  during  the  year,  and  to 
use  such  experimental  courses,  as  shall  enable  us  to  formulate  or 
modify  the  first  year's  course  for  children  who  pass  through  the 
kindergarten. 

The  amendment  to  the  second  recommendation  is  as  follows : 
Although  it  seems  expedient  under  present  conditions  to  name  forty- 
eight  as  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  placed  under  the  care  of  a  single 
teacher,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  desires  to  express  their  conviction 
that  the  work  which  should  be  required  in  the  lowest  grade  cannot 
well  be  accomplished  with  more  than  forty-two  pupils  in  a  class. 

These  recommendations  are  now  transmitted  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee with  the  further  suggestion  that  if  adopted  they  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  preparation  of  such 
amendments  to  the  Regulations  as  may  be  required  to  carry  the 
recommendations  into  effect.

These  instructors  represent  the  highest  scholarship  required  in 
the  city  schools,  and  must  hold  a  certificate  of  the  highest  grade 
given  by  the  city.  They  must  prepare  themselves  for  their  duties 
by  long  and  expensive  study  in  the  highest  institutions,  often 
abroad.  In  the  English  High  School,  more  than  twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  instructors  have  studied  in  Europe  for  one  or  more 
years.  They  are  men  regarded  as  experts  in  their  departments; 
many  have  served  in  the  faculties  of  colleges ;  and  others  have 
left  to  take  important  positions  in  our  best  universities.  With 
hardly  an  exception  they  have  shown  marked  executive  ability 
at  the  head  of  other  schools ;  and  they  can  only  attain  the  maximum 
salary  of  their  rank  by  long  and  efficient  service  in  the  city.  The 
excellence  of  their  instruction  is  generally  recognized  by  higher 
institutions  and  is  proved  by  the  standing  of  their  former  pupils. 

The  school  day  is  by  no  means  the  measure  of  the  time  required 
from  them;  for  the  preparation  of  lessons  and  scientific  apparatus, 
and  the  criticism  and  correction  of  written  work  in  English,  mathe- 
matics, foreign  languages,  etc.,  are  arduous  and  incessant. 

In  view  of  such  requirements  and  qualifications,  these  instructors 
feel  that  they  should  receive  the  highest  maximum  salary  paid  to  any 
teachers  in  the  employ  of  the  city ;  a  claim  which  has  been  recog- 
nized as  just  in  previous  salary  schedules. 

They  would  therefore  ask  that  in  any  readjustment  of  the  salaries 
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the  deserts  of  these  teachers  of  the  highest  grade  should  not  be  for- 
gotten.

year  from  that  time.     If  the  salaries  were  not  fixed  by  vote  of  the 

School  Committee  and  agreement  of  the  teachers  to  accept  the  same 

prior  to  the  month  of  September,  and  the  pay-rolls  of  the  teachers 

were    made   up   for   the   month   of    September    and    the    teachers 

accepted  the  same,  that  fixed  the  rate  at  which  the  salaries  should 

continue  for  a  year  from  that  time.

For  the  financial  year  1S95-96  the  School  Committee  requested, 
exclusive  of  repairs,  the  sum  of  $1,988,000.  The  City  Council 
appropriated  only  $1,920,000  which  proved  insufficient  to  meet  the 
expenses  for  carrying  on  the  schools,  and  $42,000  additional  were 
requested. 

For  the  coming  year  to  cover  the  same  items,  the  sum  of  $2,120,- 
000  is  requested,  which  amount  includes  not  only  the  usual  increase 
annually  expected,  but,  in  addition,  $50,000,  which  sum  has  been 
voted  by  the  School  Committee  as  necessary  to  adjust  and  slightly 
increase  the  salaries  now  paid  instructors. 

The  schools  will  consume  the  present  year  15,000  tons  of  coal,  and 
the  estimated  rate  of  $4.70  per  ton,  including  housing  and  weighing, 
cannot  be  considered  excessive. 

The  amount  requested  for  repairs  of  school-houses  is  $250,000, 
which  will  not  vary  materially  from  the  amount  expended  the  pres- 
ent year. 

For  the  special  appropriation  "  extraordinary  repairs"  the  sum  of 
$440,000  is  called  for,  principally  for  improving  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  school-houses,  ventilation,  fire-escapes,  and  better  means  of 
egress,  as  required  by  law. 

The  committees  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  esti- 
mates have  endeavored  to  furnish  them  in  detail  as  much  as  possible. 
In  their  opinion  the  entire  amount  requested  is  needed,  and  should 
be  granted.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  12th  ult.,  Mr.  Wise  introduced 

the  following  order  :  "  That  the  President  of  the  Board  be  requested, 

in  behalf  of  the  School  Committee  of  Boston,  to  petition  the  Legisla- 
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ture  for  the  passage  of  an  act  to  provide  that  the  charge  of  the  Boston 
Normal  School  be  assumed  hy  the  State,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the 
State  Hoard  of  Education." 

'Phis  was  specially  assigned  for  consideration  to  the  next  meeting. 
At  the  following  meeting  (November  26th)  Mr.  Wise  called  the 
order  up,  and  without  the  expected  consideration  ordered  it  tabled. 
This  was  too  quickly  accomplished.  We  hoped  it  would  he 
thoroughly  discussed.  At  the  meeting  of  the  10th  inst.  we  asked 
that  the  order  be  taken  from  the  table  andjreferred  to  the  Committee 
on  Normal  School.  This  request  was  opposed  by  the  Board.  We 
now  submit  a  statement  of  the  past  action  and  present  condition  of 
affairs  relative  to  a  building  for  our  Normal  School.  It  is  recorded 
in  poetry  that  during  seven  long  and  weary  years  the  Bishop  of 
London  tried  to  convert  Hash  Bash  Ben.  For  seven  long  and  weary 
years  we  have  tried  to  gain  a  building  or  better  accommodations  for 
our  Normal  School.  The  Bishop  was  successful  —  we  have  failed. 
Last  year  Mayor  Matthews  agreed  to  approve  of  an  expenditure  of 
$100,000  for  a  building  to  be  erected  on  the  Rice  Grammar  School 
lot  for  our  Normal  School.  Before  action  could  be  taken  a  number 
of  persons  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  building  should  be  erected 
on  a  larger  lot.  To  this  end  $225,000  was  included  in  the  loan  of 
$2,300,000.  Last  June  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  unani- 
mously decided  to  introduce  an  order  that  $50,000  be  appropriated 
this  year,  with  the  intention  of  urging  the  balance  of  $50,000  next 
year  for  a  building,  as  first  urged,  on  the  Rice  Grammar  School  lot. 
The  purpose  being  to  move  the  Rice  Primary  building  to  the  rear 
during  the  summer  vacation,  but,  owing  to  obstacles  as  to  the  authority 
of  the  Board  to  disburse  the  $500,000  appropriated  for  this  year, 
the  committee  could  not  bring  the  order  into  the  Board  before  the 
summer  vacation.  It  was  then  decided  that  the  Rice  Primary  build- 
ing should  not  be  moved  until  the  next  summer,  and,  further,  if  the 
Board  should  decide  that  the  State  ought  to  erect  a  building,  nothing 
could  be  done  until  the  Legislature  convene.  For  these  reasons  it 
was  determined  to  take  no  action  until  the  latter  part  of  November 
or  first  of  December,  and  then  only  in  case  there  should  be  evinced 
a  feeling  by  members  of  the  Board  that  the  State  father  the  schooL 

If  a  building  is  erected  on  the  Rice  Grammar  School  lot  the  city 
will  not  suffer  a  loss  in  case  it  be  decided  at  any  future  time  by  the 
State  to  establish  a  Normal  School  in  our  city,  for  then  the  building 
will  be  exceedingly  useful  in  many  ways  for  educational  purposes 
owing  to  its  very  central  location.  It  would  be  a  grand  feature  in 
Boston  to  have  the  State  erect  a  noble  monument  in  the  form  of  a 
Normal  School  building  to  receive   scholars   from   Boston   and  the 
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neighboring  cities  and  towns;  still  it  is  questionable  whether  the 
results  to  our  schools  would  be  as  favorable.  There  are  several  ob- 
jections to  having  the  State  assume  charge  of  our  Normal  School. 

1st.  It  may  seriously  interfere  with  our  system  of  continuous 
work  from  the  Kindergarten  to  and  including  our  Normal  School. 
We  know  our  needs  and  the  required  education  of  our  scholars  to 
specially  fit  them  as  teachers  for  our  schools. 

2d.  We  are  not  sure  "that  the  State  will  grant  a  request  for  a  suit- 
able building,  and  if  it  does  several  years  may  elapse  before  we  are 
favored.  The  cities  and  towns  adjoining  our  city  are  well  supplied 
by  having  an  elegant  Normal  School  building  at  Salem,  which  will 
cost  the  State  $250,000 ;  another  at  Bridgewater,  which  has  cost 
$225,000;  and  three  other  excellent  buildings  at  Framingham, 
Eitchburg,  and  Lawrence,  all  well  equipped  and  supplied  with  every 
modern  convenience. 

3d.  Should  the  State  favor  us,  adjoining  towns  would  demand  the 
right  to  have  their  children  attend  our  school.  Such  a  course  would 
greatly  increase  the  attendance  and  at  the  same  time  lessen  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  school  in  several  respects. 

The  leading  advantage  we  now  have  is  in  enabling  our  scholars  to 
attend  and  practice  teaching  in  schools  whose  teachers  have  been 
selected  as  most  efficient.  Two  hundred  schools  have  been  so  desig- 
nated by  the  Superintendent  and  Supervisors,  and  the  good  results 
flowing  from  this  course  are  apparent.  To  greatly  increase  the  num- 
ber of  Normal  School  scholars  would  lessen  the  efficiency  of  the  plan, 
and  the  graduates  could  not  become  equally  proficient  as  teachers. 
The  State  Normal  Schools  are  far  superior  in  having  all  their  wants 
gratified  and  their  school  buildings  palatial,  while  we  can  only  boast 
of  one  remarkable  acquirement  in  that  of  having  a  higher  standard 
than  the  State  schools,  and^a  very  superior  corps  of  teachers,  thor- 
oughly educated  and  of  the  highest  character.  We  wish  to  remind 
the  Board  that  one  objection  to  appropriating  funds  for  a  building 
has  been  overcome  by  the  fact  that  $55,000  is  saved  to  the  city  by 
the  use  of  the  Reservoir  lot  in  South  Boston  for  a  High  School  build- 
ing. At  present  the  State  is  under  obligations  to  our  city  and  should 
either  furnish  us  with  a  well-equipped  Normal  School  or  indemnify 
us  for  the  expense  we  now  yearly  incur  in  the  support  of  our  Normal 
School.  Such  indemnification  is  not  without  precedent.  The  State 
now  yearly  pays  about  $10,000  towards  the  support  of  the  Horace 
Mann  School,  and  an  annual  payment  by  the  State  of  about  $20,000 
for  the  support  of  our  Normal  School  may  be  a  solution  of  all  our 
difficulties.  Of  this  amount  Boston  would  be  taxed  about  two-fifths, 
and  the  State  would  be  relieved  of  her  duty  of   supplying  us  with  a 
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Normal  School  building.  Let  us  cultivate  a  pride  for  our  Normal 
School  and  rise  above  the  humiliating  position  we  have  held  in 
stooping  so  low  as  to  borrow  from  our  poor  hut  nohle  neighbors,  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  Institute  of  Technology,  articles  that  are 

necessary  as  a  means  for  the  proper  advancement  of  our  school. 
The  report  of  such  borrowing  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  last 
year  is  a  stain  upon  our  city,  and  such  meanness  should  be  avoided 
in  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  urge  upon  the  Board  that  if  it  is  deter- 
mined to  appeal  to  the  State,  early  action  be  taken  to  petition  the 
Legislature.  For  the  further  consideration  of  this  subject  we  sub- 
mit the'  following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Normal  School,  with  the  Super- 
intendent and  Supervisors,  consider  and  report  to  the  School  Board 
wbich  of  the  following  propositions  they  approve,  and  give  their 
views  upon  the  subject: 

1st.  To  erect  a  Normal  School  building  on  the  Rice  Training 
School  grounds  or  elsewhere  in  the  city.  To  petition  the  Legislature 
to  indemnify  tbe  city  of  Boston  for  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  Normal 
School  under  the  control  of  the  city. 

2d.  To  petition  the  Legislature  to  erect  and  maintain  a  Normal 
School  building  within  our  city  limits. 

The  report  was  accepted.

The  order  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Normal  School  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  13  to  9. 

Mr.  Wetmore,  for  the  special  committee  appointed  to 
consider  and  report  upon  such  of  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Superintendent,  in  his  annual  report  for 
1895,  as  may  be  thought  worthy  of  adoption,  submitted 
the  following  : 

Having  applied  itself  to  a  perusal  of  the  Superintendent's  report 
(School  Document  No.  4,  1895),  your  committee  found  it  to  be 
replete  with  suggestions,  some  of  which,  in  its  opinion,  may  be 
wisely  submitted  to  the  proper  standing  committees  for  the  exercise 
by  them  of  the  riper  judgment  they  are  qualified,  by  reason  of  their 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  respective  subjects,  to  render. 
Some  of  the  topics  discussed  by  the  Superintendent  are  already 
under  consideration  in  the  committee,  and  it  is  unnecessary,  there- 
fore, to  advise  further  action  upon  them. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  report  a  large  amount  of  space  is  well 
devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  time  required  for  the  Grammar 
School  course  of  study.  The  statistics  submitted  and  the  conclusions 
to  which  they  have  led  the  Superintendent  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight 
of  by  the  School  Committee.  Theoretically,  the  number  of  years 
children  take  to  do  the  Grammar  School  course  of  study  is  six;  but 
in  point  of  fact  many  take  more  and  many  take  less.  How  many 
take  more,  and  how  much  more;  how  many  take  less,  and  how 
much  less,  are  questions  that  deserve  attention,  and  they  have  been 
investigated  thoroughly  this  year  for  the  first  time.  The  results  as 
given  in  full  detail  by  the  Superintendent  may  form  the  basis  of  a 
special  inquiry  by  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  the  object  being 
to  encourage  and  strengthen  the  system  already  favorably  considered 
by  that  committee,  by  which  in  every  Grammar  School  there  shall 
be  a  four  years'  course  of  study  parallel  to  the  six  years'  course,  the 
four  years'  course  containing  the  same  matters  arranged  in  the  same 
order  but  divided  into  four  grades  instead  of  six.  Thus  there  might 
be  for  considerable  numbers  of  children  a  saving,  as  the  Superin- 
tendent has  pointed  out,  of  two  years  in  the  whole  course,  and  for 
larger  numbers  a  saving  of  one  year;  and  best  of  all,  this  saving 
could  be  made  without  breaking  the  continuity  of  the  course  by 
"skipping"  grades  or  by  taking  "a  double  promotion,"  the  only 
means  now  used  for  shortening  a  pupil's  time  in  the  course.  There 
were  2,654  pupils  in  the  Grammar  School  class  graduated  in  June, 
1894.     The  pupils  who  took  the  regular  time,  six  years,  reckoned 
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from  actual  attendance,  were  forty  per  cent,.  ;  those  who  took  more 
than  the  regular  time  were  twenty-seven  percent.;  those  who  took 
less  than  the  regular  time  wore  thirty-three  per  cent.  These  figures 
indicate  very  plainly  that  a  plan  should  be  generally  adopted  which 
would  permit  of  all  the  stronger  and  brighter  pupils  being  gathered 
together  so  as  to  form  a  division  by  themselves.  These  can  do  the 
work  of  the  grade  in  less  than  the  regular  time,  and  so  pass  on 
earlier  to  the  work  of  the  next  higher  grade.  Thus  they  would  all 
be  kept  wide  awake  with  new  work,  which  is  the  only  work  out  of 
which  good  mental  growth  is  to  be  got.  Then,  as  the  Superintendent 
further  suggests,  the  pupils  of  more  moderate  capacities  can  be 
formed  into  another  division,  given  more  time  for  their  work,  and 
taught  by  methods  better  suited  to  their  powers.  Without  recom- 
mending specific  action,  your  committee  respectfully  commends  this 
portion  of  the  Superintendent's  report  to  the  School  Committee,  and 
particularly  to  the  Committee  on  Examinations. 

Under  the  caption  "Time  Required  for  the  Primary  School 
Course  of  Study,"  the  Superintendent  has  pointed  out  certain  de- 
fects, to  the  correction  of  wdiich,  in  your  committee's  opinion,  the 
School  Board  should  as  soon  as  possible  address  itself.  The  course 
of  study  in  Primary  Schools  is  laid  out  for  three  years,  but  the  ever 
increasing  ages  of  children,  observable  at  the  time  of  their  promotion 
to  the  Grammar  Schools,  seem  to  indicate  a  growing  delay  of  advance- 
ment in  the  Primary  grades.  From  the  latest  set  of  June  promotion 
records  at  hand  it  appears  that  forty-six  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  promoted  had  spent  more  than  three  years  in  the  Primary 
Schools  ;  thirty-three  per  cent,  bad  spent  four  or  more  years  ;  seven 
per  cent,  had  spent  five  or  more  years ;  and  one  per  cent,  had  spent 
six  years.  The  Primary  classes,  says  the  Superintendent,  are  badly 
clogged  with  children  who  have  spent  more  than  three  years  in  these 
grades,  and  consequently  there  is  even  a  greater  need  of  increasing 
the  effectiveness  of  teaching  in  the  Primary  Schools,  than  there  is  in 
the  Grammar  Schools.  There  is  one  sure  way  to  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  the  teachers,  and  that  is  by  reducing  the  number 
of  pupils  to  be  taught  by  each  teacher.  Many  years  ago  the  quota 
in  Primary  Schools  was  forty-nine  instead  of  fifty-six  as  now.  The 
change  was  made  in  the  supposed  interests  of  economy.  But  if  the 
effect  has  been  to  retard  the  progress  of  pupils  through  the  Primary 
Schools,  — and  there  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  such  has  been 
the  effect,  —  then  the  saving  in  the  number  of  salaries  paid  may  have 
been  offset  by  the  increased  cost  of  educating  those  pupils  who  have 
thus  been  compelled  to  spend  a  greater  number  of  years  in  school. 
Now  that  the  School  Department  has  the  opportunity  to  greatly  in- 
crease and  improve  the  school  accommodations  throughout  the  city, 
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the  present  condition  of  the  Primaries  should  immediately  be  con- 
sidered, and  your  committee  recommends  reference  of  the  subject 
to  the  Committee  on  Examinations  for  further  report. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Music  "  the  Superintendent  has  submitted 
five  distinct  recommendations,  which  in  the  interest  of  harmony  and 
efficiency  should  receive  favorable  consideration  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. There  is  now  no  uniformity  in  the  teaching  of  music,  the 
city  Being  divided  into  four  districts,  each  of  which  has  its  own 
method  or  text-books,  of  which  three  kinds  are  in  use.  Your  com- 
mittee, in  recommending  the  reference  of  the  Superintendent's  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Committee  on  Music,  respectfully  refers  that 
committee,  and  invites  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Board,  to  the 
remarks  made  by  the  Superintendent,  under  the  caption  "  Special 
Branches  of  Study  and  the  Proper  Function  of  Directors  and 
Special  Instructors  in  Relation  thereto,"  in  his  annual  report,  page 
27,   School  Document  No.   10,   1893. 

Other  subjects  ably  dealt  with  in  the  report  —  such,  for  instance,  as 

that  of  making  suitable  provision  for  superannuated  teachers  —  need 

not  be  enlarged  upon  by  this  committee,  which,  however,  is  strongly 

of  the  opinion  that  reference  of  these  topics  to  the  proper  committees 

may  lead  to  increased  efficiency  in  several  branches  of  the  service. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  the  passage  of  the  appended 

orders.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  in  hearty  accord  with  the  purpose  of 
the  petitioners,  namely,  "to  promote  among  our  young  people  a 
greater  civic  pride  and  interest  in  all  that  makes  a  more  beautiful 
city  life,"  and  moreover  believes  that  the  questions  proposed  by  the 
petitioners,  and  similar  questions,  may  be  effectively  used  in  the 
schools  to  that  end ;  but  the  Board  feels  obliged  to  withhold  its  ap- 
proval from  that  part  of  the  plan  which  contemplates  the  offer  of 
prizes  and  presents,  either  to  schools  or  to  individual  pupils.  Prizes 
are  believed  to  be  objectionable,  because  they  afford  an  unwholesome 
stimulus  to  a  few,  while  utterly  failing  to  reach  the  indifference  or 
the  despair  of  the  many ;  because  they  beget  ungenerous  rivalry  and 
jealousies  among  schools  and  among  pupils;  and  because  they  draw 
attention  away  from  the  true  aim  of  education,  which  is  mental  and 
moral  growth  and  not  intellectual  athletics. 

The  Supervisors  believe  that  the  questions  proposed  by  the  peti- 
tioners may  usefully  be  made  the  subjects  for  pupils'  observation, 
study,  and  writing  in  the  High  Schools  ;  and  that  the  writings  done  at 
an  appointed  time,  or  selections  from  them,  can  properly  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Art  Department  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club. 
Accordingly,  it  is  recommended  that  so  much  of  the  petition  as  con- 
templates the  use  of  the  proposed  questions  as  subjects  for  writing 
without  competition  be  granted;  and  that  as  to  the  remainder  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.
